‘It Provides for Change by 


Joint Resolution Requir- 
ing Approval of the Ex- 
ecutive.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 93.—House 


Democrats, after adopting a policy 
intended to enlarge the tariff- 


making power of Congress, tonight 
passed a bill by a vote of 214 to 
182, which enlarges the tariff- 
making power of the President. 
This result apparently was due to 
a misunderstanding on the part 
of Democratic members, and there 
is every indication that it will be 
frustrated by opposition in the 
Senate. 

Under present law, the Tariff 
Commission may recommend in- 
creases or reductions in tariff rates 
to the President. But the extent 
of such changes is limited to 50 
per cent of existing rates, and must 
have the President’s approval to 
become effective. Because three 
successive Republican Presidents— 
and the tariff commissioners ap- 
pointed by them—have almost in- 
variably used this power to revise 
the rates upward, the Democrats 
decided to. make the commission 
responsible to Congress. 

Enlarges President's Powcr, 

Accordingly, a bill was  intro- 
duced requiring the Tariff Com- 
mission to make its recommenda- 
tions to Congress instead of to the 
President. At the last moment, an 
amendment was offered by Repre- 
sentatlwe La Guardia (Rep.), New 
York, and adopted, by Democratic 
votes, which provided that such 
recommendations by the commis- 
sion would become effective within 
60 days unless disapproved by a 
joint resolution by both housés of 
Congress. No limit was left on the 
extent to which rates might be 
revised. 

The seeming “joker” in this pro- 
vision lies in the fact that while 
a concurrent resolutien of Con- 
gress is effective without further 
procedure, a joint resolution §re- 
quires the signature of the Presi- 
dent. It was apparent tonight that 
many Democrats had voted for the 
amendment, under the impression 
that it provided for a concurrent 
resolution. 

Under the measure as passed by 
the House, .the commission could 
récommend a change in rates, 
Congress could adopt a joint reso- 
lution disapproving the change, the 
President could veto the resolution, 
and a two-thirds vote in each 
House would be required to over- 
ride the veto. In the event of fail- 
ure, the recommendation would be- 
come effective. Since the Presi- 
dent appoints the members of the 
commission, it ts assumed in gen- 
eral they would recommend only 
such changes as he desired. 

The Tariff Commission recom- 
mended many changes in tariff 
rates during the administration of 
President Coolidge, but only two 
rates were reduced by him—those 
On paint brush handles and Bob 
White quail. On the other hand, 
the rates on pig iron and other im- 
portant commodities were substan- 
tially increased. This was largely 
responsible for the Democrats’ de- 
Cision to modify the system. 

The bill passed by the House 
asks the President to call an inter- 
national conference for the pur- 
pose of agreeing on reciprocal tar- 
iff rates to “promote international 
trade” and provides for the ap- 
pointment of a consumers’ counse) 
to represent the buying public in 
hearings before the commission. 

Members of the Republican O14 
Guard are strongly opposed to both 
these provisions, and consequently 
President Hoover would be expect- 
ed to veto the bill in the event it 
should pass the Senate in its pres- 
ent form—which appears unlikely. 

Twelve Republicans and one 
Farmer-Labor member, Kvale of 
Minnesota, voted for the bill passed 
by the House. No Democrat voted 
against it. 

The Republicans voting for the 
bill were Amlie, Boileau, Frear, 
Nelson, Peavey and Schneider, of 
Wisconsin; Christgau, Minnesota;

ASSERTS GERMANY 
ISNOT ABLE 1 
PAY REPARATIONS 


‘By the Associated Press. , 
BERLIN, Jan. 9.—Chancellor 
Heinrich Bruening declared today 
that the continuation of repara~- 
tions payments was impossible and 
any attempt to maintein them 
“must lead to disaster not only for 
Germany but for the whole world.” 
This declaration was included in 
an interview with the chief editor 
of the semi-official Wolff News 
Agency. The Chancellor said that, 
at the impending Lausanne confer- 
ence, Germany would urge the 
abandonment of reparations. 

In the interview, which appar- 
ently was prompted by the fact 
that the gist of the Chancellor's 
statement to the British Ambas- 
sador yesterday had leaked out, 
Bruening avoided anything that 
might look like an ultimatum. He 
had told Sir Horace Rumbold, the 
British envoy, that for the present 
and for an indefinite time to come 
Germany would be unable to pay. 
Berlin first learned of this state- 
ment to the British representative 
through reports from other capl- 
tals. 

Sees No Chance of Compromise. 

“The German Government at the 
coming conference can do nothing 
else but expound the existing state 
of affairs and urge the other Gov- 
ernments interested that they, on 
their part, also take this situation 
into account and not strive after a 
compromise, for which no possibil- 
ity based on reality any longer ex- 
ists,” Bruening said in today’s in- 
terview. 

“T firmly believe that in no camp 

is there longer any lack of intrinsic 
recognition of the urgency of the 
final conclusions which must be 
drawn. 
“It is a question merely of find- 
ing courage for realization of this 
recogmtion and, as the report of 
the experts (the Young Plan Ad- 
visory Committee which met re- 
cently at Basel) states, of not per- 
mitting the treatment of economic 
problems again to be influenced by 
political trends of thought.” 

Cites Basel HKeport. 
Discussing the Basel report, the 
Chancellor said: “It is now up to 
the Powers concerned to draw con- 
clusions from the Basel experts’ 
report. 

“The report once more showed 
the tremendous dimensions of the 
world crisis and especially depicted 
the disastrous results this crisis 
brought in its wake, especially for 
Germany. 

“It also demonstrates to the 
world the measures, going to the 
uttermost limits, undertaken by 
Germany for combating the crisis, 
and recognizes cvuucerning them 
that they are unprecedented in 
modern legislation. 

“At the same time the report 
proves’ that one-sided German 
measures cannot suffice, but that 
on the contrary Germany's situa- 
tion, which to a large extent is the 
cause of the progressive paralysis 
of the world, peremptorily demands 
common action—nay, immediate 
action. 

‘“‘As to the lines along which the 
Government’s decisions must be 
taken, the report, even though it 
refrains from making formulated 
proposals, certainly gives out quite 
clear directives. 

“It shows clearly Germany’s ac- 
tual incapacity to pay and, beyond 
that, demonstrates what close 
causal connection exists between

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9:—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Governor of Porto 
Rico, was promoted today by Pres- 
ident Iloover to America’s highest 
colonial office upon the resignation 
of Dwight F. Davis as Governor- 
General ¢f the Philippine Islands. 

Davis presented his resignation 
to the chief executive at the White 
House. Secretary Hurley of the 
War Department, who controls af- 
fairs of most of America’s insular 
possessions, accompanied him to 
the White House for a final con- 
ference before his retirement from 
office. : 

The announcement of Davis’ 
resignation was followed immedi- 
ately by one naming the son of 
the late President as Goverhor- 
General.: 

Davis - was sent to the Philip- 
pines from the position of Secre- 
tary of War. Personal reasons 
were given by Davis in resigning. 
He will go immediately to Paris 
to visit his wife and daughter 
Alice. Mrs. Davis has been in ill 
health ever since he assumed the 
Governor-Generalship and was not 
able to join him at Manila. 


San Juan Post Open. 

Gov. Roosevelt will succeed im- 
mediately to the position. thus 
leaving the San Juan post open for 
an appointment: 

‘There was immediate speculation 
in official circles on Davis’ future 
plans. He discredited rumors he 
would seek a seat in the Senate. 
“There is nothing to it,”’ he said. 
At the same time he denied sug- 
gestions that he might be appoint- 
ed Ambassador to Great Britain 
when Charles G. Dawes resigns. 

When it first became known thaf 
he would resign the Manila post, 
there was considerable talk that 
he would be named as a member 
of the delegation to the Geneva 
disarmament conference, but this 
was definitely denied. 

The shift in the Manila post will 
make little change in the political 
aspects of the Filipino indépend- 
ence question. Davis when he first 
arrived in Manila two and one-half 
years ago, announced his. position 
on independence. In brief it was 
that he was an executive and ad- 
ministrator and as such had noth- 
ing to do with political questions. 
Neither Roosevelt nor Davis has 
publicly committed himself on the 
quéstion of independence, but both 
share the President’s view that 
economic reforms muat precede any 
ultimate grant of autonomy. 

Hoover Praises Davis. 
Formal announcement of the se. 
lection of Roosevelt to. succeed 
Davis was made by President Hoo-: 
ver soon after Davis gave notice of 
his resignation. The statemént said: 
“Governor-General Davis accept- 
ed the appointment to the Philip- 
pine Islands at great personal sac- 
rifice. His resignation is based up- 
on personal and family reasons, the 
force of which must, I fee] receive 
every consideration, particujarly in 
view of the véry generous sacri- 
fices which he has already made in 
consenting to remain in the Philip- 
pine Islands much longer than his 
personal interests warranted. 

“IT have accepted his résignation 
with the greatest reluctance. His 
administratian of the affairs of the 
Philippine Islands has been emi- 
nently able and succéssful and con- 
stitutes a fitting continuation of the 
distinguished service he previously 
rendered as Secretary of War. 
“The two and a half years dur- 
ing which he served in the Philip- 
pine Islands have been marked by 
exceptional cordial and satisfactory 
relations between the American 
chief executive and the legislative 
and other local authorities. 
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quishes office with the deep regret 
of all concerned and with a fur- 
ther claim upon the gratitude and 
affection of both the American and 
Filipino people.” 
Roosevelt Gets Post. 
Announcing the appointment of 
Roosevelt to succeed him, the 
President said: “Gov. Roosevelt, 
who will be appointed to succeed 
Governor-General Davis in the Phil- 
ippines; has just completed a period 
of duty as Governor of Porto Rico, 
where he has administered the af-, 
fairs of the island with marked 
ability and success. His experience 
in Porto Rico fits him specially to 
render valuable service in the 
larger field to which his new ap- 
pointment will take him.” : 
Regret for the resignation of 
Davis was expressed in a statement 
by the Insular Legislative Commis- 
sion now in Washington seeking 
independence. “The resignation will 
be received with disappointment in 
the Philippine Islands,” it said 
“Gov. Davis has given the Islands 
@ sound and efficient administra- 
tion. Many difficult problems arose 
during his incumbency and it was 
only due to his tact, statesmanship 
and sympathetic understanding of 
the Filipinos’ viewpoint in such 
matters that a satisfactory solution 
was reached. During his adminis- 
tration harmony prevailed among 
the’ different departments and co- 
operation between his administra- 
tion and the Filipino leaders was 
maintained.

EADS GUILTY, IS

ders Refuses to Show 
Mercy for Negro. Holdup 
Murderer. 


For the first time in the 30-year 
history ofthe East St. Louis City 
Court a slayer admitting guilt and 
throwing himself on the mercy of 
the. court was sentenced to death 

esterday. 

“The word must go out that this 
court will show no mercy to killers 
or robbers,’’ declared Judge Wil- 
liam F. Borders in sentencing 
James Smith, 21-year-old Negro, 
to death in the electric chair at 
the State penitentiary at Menard 
on Feb. 19 for the murder during 
a holdup last Novy. 25, of Thomas 
Bogosian, 42 years old, an Ar- 
menian. : | 

“When a defendant throws him- 
self on the mercy of a court it 
means that he has no hope of ac- 
quittal,” Judge Borders told Smith, 

“Thomas Bogosian is in his grave 
because of your murderous bullet, 


you mercy. I am responsible-to 
society, and I'am assuming the full 
responsibility in passing sentence, 
though the duty is not pleasant.” 

Judge Borders concluded his 
statement with a recitation of two 
recent cases in England, in which 
murderers, who placed themselves 
at the mercy of the court, were 
sentenced to death. 
Bogosian Slain in Store Holdup. 

Bogosian was killed in the con- 
fectionery of his friend, Arsen 
Bugdoian, 1539 East Broadway, 
Smith was arrested the following 
day when ownership of a revolver 
dropped in the store by the slayer 
was traced to him. 

Bugdoian identified Smith on 
the witness stand, explaining that 
he was acquainted with the Negro. 
He related that Smith, wearing a 
handkerchief mask and carrying a 
revolver, entered the store = 
ordered, “Stick ’em up.’ aa 

Bogosian, sitting behind a cigar 
counter, arose and advanced on 
the robber, Bugdoian testified. 
Smith shot Bogosian in the abdo- 
men, but Bogosian grappled with 
the robber, and received a second 
bullet. Smith then fired three 
shots at Bugdoian’s two daughters, 
who appeared in a doorway, their 
father testified. The witness also 
related that a second Negro, who 
waited outside, fired four shots 
into the store through the plate- 
glass window. 

Slayer Pleaded Intoxication. 

Smith told the Court that he 
was intoxicated at the time of the 
shooting, did not realize what he 
was @oinge. He attempted to ex- 
onerate Zack Westbrook, 21, a 
Negro, charged with murder as an 
accomplice in the case, stating 
that his companion on the night 
of the holdup was another Negro, 
whom he named. This Negro, who 
was arrested as a suspect and later 
released, is understood to have 
left East St. Louis. Westbrook has 
entered a plea of not guilty. He 
will be tried next month. 

Before accepting Smith's plea of 
guilty the Court warned the de- 
fendant that “it may be necessary 
to invoke the death sentence.” 
The Negro declined the opportu- 
nity of changing his plea, appar- 
ently anticipating a life sentence 
because of his free admission of 
guilt. 

Ray B. Hendricks, attormey ap- 
pointed by the Court to represent 
Smith, contended the case was not} 
one of premeditated murder, and

The show opened today with 
three times as many rare orchids 
as were ever previously displayed 
in St. Louis. It is in the form of 
a amphitheater, with a circular 
wall, dusky cedar hedge starred 
with 1000 brilliant Cattleyas sur- 
rounding a low mound of 500 lady 
slippers. 

Moth orchilds stand out exquis- 
itely against black velvet in a niche 
on the east side, devoted to the 
Davis collection, which is declared 
to be the finest group of Philippine 
orchids to enter the United States. 
At the base of the niche are the 
large-flowered “moths,” of a wax- 
en, immaculate white, and above 
them are various types of mauve 
moth orchids. 

New to St. Louis. 

Two of them are new to St. 
Louis, and one, it is thought, never 
previously to have bloomed in this 
country. It is the “baby moth,” 
with tiny white petals and sepals 
and a striated pink lip. The larger 
mcttled pink moth orchid also is 
new to St. Louis, though net to the 
United States. 

Gazing at these beautiful blos- 
soms, it is hard to believe that only 
last summer they arrived in S8t. 
Louis, withered and scarcely rec- 
ognizable as living plants. The re- 
markable achievements of obtain- 
ing blossoms within six months was 


attributed partly to the Gray Sum- 


mit orchid houses, the finest in the 


world, and to the expert care pro- 


vided by Gov. Davis under the sug- 


gestions sent him by Director Moore 


of the garden. . 

It might also demonstrate that 
these delicate plants, in the hands 
of an expert, are hardy. Not one 


of the entire collection died in tran- 


sit, although they were a month 
on the way from Manila. 
Immediately after they were torn 
from the jungle, they were laid on 
laths and wrapped with hemp, raf- 
fla, or in some cases cocoanut fiber. 
In about two months they had 
reoted and so were shipped. A few 
arrived at the garden still attached 
to the origina! tree limbs.

Circuit Attorney Miller, in his 
third annual report, says that dur- 
ing 1931 there were 1634 convic- 


tions on pleas of guilty and by jury 
verdicts. compared with 1387 in 
1930, while last year 218 persons 
were freed by juries and Judges, 
compared with 201 the year before. 

Miller, who took office Jan. 1, 
1929. started his third year on Jan. 
1. 1931, with 563 cases remaining 
on hand for trial, to which there 
were added during the year 1757 
new cases, making a total of 2320 
to be disposed of. Deducting those 
settled by conviction or dismissal, 
pilus 16 miscellaneous dispositions, 
only 452 were left for trial as 1932 
opened. 

There were 79 verdicts of guilty 
returned by juries during the last 
year, but 1555 pleas of guilty were 
entered. The juries sentenced one 
man to hang, sent 64 persons to the 
penitentiary, four to the reforma- 
tory, four to jail, two to the city 
workhouse and fined four. Judges 
receiving pleas of guilty gave peni- 
tentiary sentences in 534 cases, re- 
formatory in 154, jail in 123, work- 
house in 616, and assessed fines in 
128 cases. 

Death Sentence Appealed. 

Ralph Pierson, convicted in con- 
nection with the Buckingham Ho- 
tel Annex fire, in which seven per- 
sons lost their lives, was the de- 
fendant sentenced to death. His 
appeal is pending. 

The Circuit Attorney dismissed 
83 cases for lack of sufficient evi- 
dence and 45 for various other rea- 
sons, while the courts knocked out 
29 cases, juries returned verdicts 
of acquittal in 46, and 10 prisoners 
were sent to sanitariums. Five de- 
fendants died before their cases 
were calied for trial.

LIKENED 10 COLUMBUS: 


Minister Praises Dead Flyer for 
Accomplishments in Pro- 
moting Aviation. 


The spirit of daring and hardi- 
hood displayed by Dale Jackson, 
champion endurance@ flyer, was 
compared to the spirit which 
moved Columbus to discover the 
New World by the Rev. Sumner 
Walters of the Episcopal Church 
of the Redeemer, at services for 
the flyer yesterday afternoon. 

“Though only a boy, he won the 
attention, the admiration, and the 
affection of thousands o2very- 
where,” the minister said. ‘By. 
his daring he was one more of 
those pioneers of the air. By his 
trials the conquest of that element, 
which will one day become the 
field of mankind, is closer. His 
work was part of the great new 
experiment, and he contributed a 
valuable part. He has not worked 
in vain, what he attained is not 
lost. We say good-by to one who 
was brave, and his memory is dear 
to us.” 

In contrast to the thousands who 
filed past the bier of the aviator 
Friday night at the undertaking 
parlor at 3402 North Kingshigh- 
way, the funeral chapel, seating 
350 persons, was only comfortably 
filled. | 

Body Sent to Minnesota. 

The widow, Mrs. Sally Jackson, 
and a group of;friends departed 
last night with the body for Fari- 
bault, Minn., Jackson’s birthplace, 
where services will be held this 
afternoon. At the request of the 
flyer’s mother, Mrs. Henry Jack- 
son, burial will net take place until 
Monday. 

Floral offerings included a blan- 
ket of roses from associates at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field, wreaths 
from the City of St. Louis, the Mi- 
ami (Fla.)

Associates of Jackson, recalling 
incidents in his career. spoke first 
of his daring as a flyer, then of his 
genial personality. “Red,” ag he 
preferred to be known, had no fear 
of the air. When he heard of a 
new stunt, he tried it. It was this 
spirit that led him to become ex- 
pert in the outside loop, one of the 
most difficult stunts, friends relat- 
ed. “Red” had the master’s touch 
in an airplane, and his takeoffs, 
when flying for the fun of it, as 
he frequently did, were breath- 
taking. 

After Jackson had learned to fly 
at Lambert-St. Louis Field, five 
years ago, he affected the boots 
and breeches, which were the ac- 
cepted flying garb of the day. He 
smoked large cigars, and swaggered 
in the glory of his achievement in 
becoming a pilot. But the swagger 
was not an expression of conceit. 
He was diffident toward strangers, 
and just “the red-head” to his 
friends. When his acquaintance- 
ship became broader, and he later 
earned fame through his flying, 
“Red” acquired polish, though re- 
taining his boyish humor.

POLICE HERE IMPROVE RECORD 


Percentage Increases from 49.6 ta 
50.5 in Year, Due Partly 
to Radio. 

Major crimes in 8t. Louis de- 
creased from 11,198 . in 1930 to 
11,094 in 1931, and the record of 
the Police Department in solving 
them increased from 49.6 per cent 
in 1930 to 60.5 per cent in 1931, 
according to figures given out by 
Chief of Police Gerk. 

Chief Gerk attributed the im- 
provement in the crime situation 
to use of a police radio system and 
to closer co-cperation between the 
police and the Circuit Attorney's 
office and the courts. An increas- 
ingly better situation has been 
shown since 1929, when there were 
12,571 major crimes and a police 
record of 43.6 per cent of the cases 
solved. 

Major crimes include murder, 
robbery, burglary, assault and 
other serious offenses. By solution 
of the cases is meant the arrest of 
persons charged with the erimes, 
obtaining of confessions, récovery 


of evidence to prosecuting officials,

$2,737,000 IN 1331 


Decline in Income 14 Per Cent, 
in Number of Passengers 
Carried 15 Per Cent. 


A drop of $2,737.000 in trans- 
portation revenue of the Public 
Service Co. resulted from the steady 
decline throughout 1931 in nume- 


ber of passengers carried on the 
company’s street cars and busses, 
The reduction in revenue was 14 
per cent. 

A summary of the weekly re- 
ports made to the State Public 
Service Commission shows that for 
the 52 weeks ending Dec. 27, crans- 
portation revenue was $15,685,650 
compared with $18,422,657 in the 
corresponding 52-week period of 
1930. Returns for the calendar 
year 1931 will differ slightly be- 
cause the period does not coincide 
exactly with that covered by the 
weekly reports. The company's 
annual report also will show oth- 
er operating revenue and non-op- 
erating revenue, which in 1930 wag 
$220,000 for the two items. 

In 1930, after paying operating 
expenses, taxes and interest on 
borrowed capital the company had 
only $526,000 left over. Part of 
this was paid out in preferred 
stock dividends, but no such divi- 
dends were paid in 1931. Annual 
interest on bonds and bank loans 
is about $1,800,000. Semi-annual 
interest of about $380,000 on first 
mortgage bonds was paid Jan. 1, 
1932. 

Throughout 1931 the company 
resorted to drastic operating econ«- 
omies as its volume of business 
continued to decline, and in Oc- 
tober put into effect a 10 per cent 
wage reduction as a result of an 
award by a board of arbitration. 
The effect of the decline in busi- 
ness on net income will be known 
when the company’s annua! report 
discloses the extent of its savings 
in operating expenses. 

Fares collected by the company 
on street cars and busses in the §2- 
week period totaled 181,164,243, 
compared with 213,312,500 in the 
preceding period of 52 weeks. The 
loss was 32,148,257, or 15 per cent. 

A notable increase in the number 
of passengers carried by the com- 
pany’s busses occurred late in 1931 
as a result of installation of the 
Gravois bus line to replace the 
abandoned part of the Cherokee 
and Bellefontaine lines on the 
South Side. The week before 
Christmas the busses collected 166,- 
931 fares which was 6 per cent of 
the company’s total. Before the 
installation of the Gravois line, bus 
fares were only about 3% per cent 
of the total. 

At the close of the year the de- 
cline in fares and revénue was con- 
tinuing at about the average rate 
for the year. For the last week in 
December it was 15.4 per cent in 
fares and 14.9 per cent in revenue, 
} compared with the corresponding 
week of 1930.

PCTURED IW SENATE 


Bingham Says It V It Would Pro- 
. vide Jobs and Produce ° 
$400,000,000 in Taxes. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Legali- 
zation of 4 per cent beer was urged 
before the Senate and one of its 
committees today as @ means of 
helping the farmer, the unemployed 
and Government finances.. Bing- 
ham (Rep.), Connecticut, author of 
a bill designed to bring this about, 
presented what was called a “pros- 
perity chart,” pre by the Cru- 
saders, an anti-prohibition organi- 
zation. Adoption of the bill, he 
said, “would create close to a bil- 
lion-dollar industry, raise at least 


sands of men,” and increase grain 
prices. 

Tydings (Dem.), Maryland, said 
during Senate debate on the re- 
construction finance corporation le- 
galizgation of beer would do more 
to improve conditions than extend- 
ing credit. 

Both he and Representative Wil- 
liam EB, Hull (Rep.), IUlinois, who 
appeared before the Senate Manu- 
factures Committee to urge passage 
of measures to legalize beer, con- 
tended there was more drinking un- 
der prohibition than before. 

Hull told the committee he 
planned to fntroduce a bill regu- 
lating breweries. He said “re- 
legalizing of beer 3.2 per cent alco- 
hol by weight or 4 per cent volume 
is nonintoxicating, would yleld the 
Government at 2 cents per pint bot- 
tle the enormous sum of $330,000,- 
000 per year. 

Would Aid Farmer. 

“The farmer would sell 66,000,- 
000 bushels of barley the first year 
for the brewing of beer, which 
would increase during the second 
year and following years to at least 
120,000,000 bushels of barley per 
year. This would increase the price 
Of grain 15 cents per bushel.” 

He said beer should be sold al- 
most entirely for family consump- 
tion and should be sold through 
grocery stores in cases only. 

Hull said much more alcohol was 
being used now than before prohi- 
bition. Adding the total consump- 
tion was 110,679,506 gallons in 1918 
and 241,126,030 in’ 1930. 

Asked if he had a plan to “avoid 
disadvantages of the breweries” 
and close up speakeasies, Hull re- 
plied breweries could be regulated 
by taking them away from owners 
if the law was violated, and speak- 
easies could be coped with if all 
beer ,were bottled in pints and sold 
at low prices, 

“Take the profits out and you 
will drive out the speakeasijes,” 
Hull said. “With all beer in bot- 
tles they could not have a barrel 
on tap.” 

Tried It Himeelf. 

Hull is certain 4 per cent beer 
is not intoxicating. “I tried it out 
upon myself in the Munich brew- 
ery in Stockholm,” he told the Sen- 
ate committee. 

“I drank four pints of beer con- 
taining 3.2 per cent alcohol by 
weight on an empty stomach and 
it did not intoxicate me or produce 
any ill' effects. I might state I am 
not a drinking man.” 

Hull explained 3.2 per cent alco- 
hol by weight was the same as 4 
per cent by volume, called for in 
the Bingham bill before the com- 
mittee.”

By the time demobilization was 
completed, the, brief, unnatural 
post-war boom was nearing col- 
lapse. Since then the persistent 
policy of deflation pursued by this 
country, culminating in a prema- 
ture return to the gold standard 
Mm 1925, has depressed our export 
trade and caused the obstinate 
persistence of unemployment 
above. the miHNion mark through- 
out the intervening ten years. 

Certain industries suchygs ship- 
building, iron and steel, and later 
coal and cotton, were specially 
hard hit, and among the workers 
in these industries are some indi- 
viduale—not however, a large 
proportion—who have been con- 
tinuously out of work for years. 

These persons, of course, ex- 
haust after a time their actuarial 
benefit, and for them special pro- 
visions of a transitional nature 
were devised, which lie outside the 
limits of a strictly self-supporting 
insurance scheme. 


Abuses Not 10 Per Cent. 


Further the  long-continued 
drain of an unemployment total 
exceeding anything originally 
anticipated or ‘allowed for, has 
naturally upset an actuarial] basis 
designed for normal conditions. 

Much has been made of abuses 
of the system, of anomalies in the 
shape of benefits received by peo- 
ple in part-time work, or by mar- 
ried women who had no intention 
of returning to insurable employ- 
ment. That such anomalies have 
existed is undeniable. Legislation 
has been passed this year to deal 
with them, 

But, at their worst, they applied 
to much less than 10 per cent of 
the beneficiaries under the scheme, 
At least 94 pér cent of those draw- 
ing ordinary unemployment bene- 
fit are workers anxious but unable 
to get work and honestly entitled 
to a payment for which they had 
insured. 

It is, of course, vastly better to 
give men work than to maintain 
them, however meagerly, in idle- 
ness. The remedy I have for 
years past urged on the statesmen 
of this country to deal with our 
prolonged unemployment is the 
raising of.a large development 
fund of, say $14000,000,000, with 
which to finance urgently re- 
quired public developments— 
roads, bridges, docks, harbors, tel- 
ephones, land drainage, land set- 
tlement, etc. 

The . whole sesstion of unem- 
ployment and the best way to deal 
with it was most carefully inves- 
tigated by a committee of eminent 
economists and industrial leaders, 
presided over by me, which issued 
its report in January, 1928. 


Advocate of Public Works. 

In that report, the principle of 
putting in hand large-scale works 
of public improvement afid devel- 
opment in order to take advantage 
of surplus labor in times of indus- 
trial depression was emphatically 
recom mended.

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" ||Tinkering With New Tax Plans 
To.Get the Nation Out of Debt 


Some. Avenues of Escape to. Be Closed to Capital 


Experiences of the Past With 
High Surtaxes and Tax-Ex- 
empt Bonds—Heavy Toll Ex- 
pected to Be Placed on Trans- 
fer of Big Estates—Other Re- 
lief Measures in Sight.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9. 
HE drafting of a new tax bill is one of 
T the most intricate and controversial pieces 
of business that-can come before a Con- 
gress. Particularly is this true®when it is 
proposed to write a bill increasing taxes. 

This is the kind of bill that the present 
seesion of Congress, perforce, will pass. There 
is no way out of it. Confronted with an es- 
timated deficit of more than $2,000,000,000 
for the current fiscal year, the administra- 
tion has said that a tax increase, in addition 
to new borrowing, is necessary, and the re- 
sponsible leaders of Congress, Democratic 
and Republican alike, have concurred in this 
view. There is also general agreement that 
the bill must carry both increased income-tax 
rates and a new series of miscellaneous, or 
“nuisance,”’ taxes. 

Beyond the field of oxtdeniiint on the two- 
ply character of the measure there is sharp 
difference of opinion on’ numerous points. 

In what proportions should the deficit be 
covered by taxation and by borrowing? Of 
the new taxation, how much should be levied 
on income and how much, through miscel- 
laneous sales taxes, on consumption? What 
miscellaneous taxes should be imposed? 
Should the higher income-tax rates be in the 
upper brackets only, or should the taxation 
base, as urged by the Treasury, be broad- 
ened by increasing the rates all around and 
lowering the present exemptions? To what 
extent should the estate tax be increased? 
Should there be a gift tax to supplement and 
prevent evasions of the estate tax? Should 
there be any change in the present provisions 
relating to capital gains and capital losses? 
These are but a few of the questions to be 
settled by the makers of the forthcoming bill. 
Varying Maximum Rates. 

It is the purpose of this article to deal 
with only two or three of the important is- 
sues involved. One of these concerns ,.the 
extent to which the surtax rates on the high- 
est incomes should be increased. 

Let us note how the maximum rate has 
been brought down. The war ;rates, ap- 
plicable to the incomes of the calendar years 
1918, 1919, 1920 and 1921, ran up to a 
maximum of 65 per cent, which became ef- 
fective when the income reached $1,000,000. 
Then came three successive reductions. The 
first lowered the maximum to 50 per cent, 
effective on income over $200,000. 
plied to the incomes of 1922 and 1923. The 
next drop was to 40 per cent, effective on in- 
come over $500,000. This rate was opera- 
tive only one year, 1924. Since that time 
the maximum has,been 20 per cent, on in- 
come over $100,000. 

All ethese reductions, with eorresponding 
reductions in the lower rates, were made pos- 
sible by the prosperity of the country from 
1921 forward and the consequent series of 
Treasury surpluses. They were made in re- 
sponse to the persuasive argument of the 
Secretary of the Treasury that the high sur- 
tax rates operated to drive wealth into hid- 
ing and slow up the wheels of business. 

He said in 1921, in urging a _ reduction, 
that the high rates “‘put constant pressure on 
taxpayers to reduce their taxable income, in- 
terfere with the transaction of business and 
the free flow of capital into productive en- 
terprise, and are rapidly becoming unpro- 
ductive.” This argument, which the Secre- 
tary repeated on numerous occasions, -be- 
came widely accepted as financial gospel. 


The Tax-Exempt Refuge. - 


Similar statements were made by Ogden 
L. Mills, then a representative in Congress 
from New York and now the Undersecretary 
of the Treasury. He said in 1923: “Of one 
thing I am perfectly sure: a progressive in- 
come tax at high rates and tax-exempt sé- 
curities cannot exist side by side. Tax-ex- 
empt securities must inevitably destroy the 
progressive income tax, and I am by no means: 
sure that the evil has not already reached 
such proportions as to make any possible ac- 
tion too late"to save our present Federal in- 
come tax.’ 

So far as the year 1924 was concerned, 
the year immediately following that in which 
Mr. Mills made his prophecy his alarm was 
certainly unfounded. In 1924 Mr. Mellon,

Fears Not Realized.

Yet the income tax structure, with tax- 
exempt securities always alongside it, con- 
tinued to produce surpluses right down to the 
fiscal year 1931, when the Government ran 
short because of the general depression in 
the country—which depression was caused in 
part by the over-stimulation of industry, 
which over-stimulation was caused in part by 
the pumping of investment funds into the pro- 
ductive enterprises on whose behalf Mr. Mel- 
lon and Mr. Mills bespoke a reduction in sur- 
taxes. 

The truth is that there is very little ac- 


clusion as to the escape of wealth into tax- 
exempt securities to avoid surtaxes, but such 
information as there is points to a different 
conclusion from Mr. Mellon’s.

So far, the investigation discloses thet foreign losus/ 
to the amount of almost $5,000,000,000 were particl- 
pated in by American banks, and that the profits of 
the sale of these securities was nearly $90,000,000. 
Some of the bonds are worthless; some are selling at 
prices far below the purchase price; all are doubtful. 
In some instances the bankers are among the suf- 
ferers. The investors are in all cases in this class. 
Tie facts elicited by the committee show that the 
bankers participating in these loans were warned by 
the Commerce Department that the risks were not 
good. There is no evidence whatever that any banker 
or bond dealer warned those to whom bonds were sold 
that there was any doubt of the value of the secu- 
rities. The bankers and the bond dealers unscrupu- 
lously sold these securities to purchasers who were 
ignorant of their real nature and value. 
induced to buy the securities at high prices, when the 
bankers knew that they were not good risks. The; 
bankers and bond dealers reaped their commissions 
on these sales. 
An even worse phase of the transactions is the fact 
brought out that, despite the warning of the Com- 
merce Department, the State Department gave tacit 
approval to the loans. Under the law, no loans 
with foreign Governments can be made without sub- 
mitting them to the State Department. In these 
cases, the State Department raised no objection to 
them, which amounted to approval.

Some Simple Economic Axioms. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ET us start a beginners’ class in eco- 
[nomics Common sense alone will dis- 

pose of the wilder theories being of- 
fered. Here are one or two observations 
which are obviously true, yet they seem 
to have escaped the notice of many po- 
litical and financial leadegs: 

1. The fact that America owns the 
greatest part of the world’s gold is not a 
reason for abandoning the gold standard 
and cheapening its value. It is the very 
reason why America should maintain the 
gold standard. 

2. Nothing is gained in values by de- 
preciating the dollar. Can you make your 
son any taller by legislating that 18 
inches shal! constitute a yard? Do you 
get any more for your product when you 
are paid two 50-cent dollars in place of 
one real dollar? 

3. Credit and debit are almost synony- 
mous, and you would not like to create 
huge new “debt corporations.” New 
eredit creates no new wealth, but only 
new debts. 

4. You cannot make an insolvent man 
solvent by lending him more money, and 
that is equally true of an insolvent cor- 
poration whose losses are growing évery 
day. By lending enough, however, you 
can make the lender bankrupt, also. 

5. Deflation goes all around the circle; 
in the same proportion, everyone is just 
as well off relatively as he was before it 
started, and inequalities and injustices 
arise from the deflation in one field but 
not in auother. 

6. Necessary deflation cannot be dodged, 
and postponing it only prolongs the 
agony. 

7. Deflation is convalescence from in- 
flation and, if it is stopped by new and 
deliberate inflation artificially created, 
it is simply curing the hangover by get- 
ting drunk again. 

8. Rents, taxes, union wages and retail 
prices come down more siowly than com- 
modities, stocks and bonds, but the eco- 
nomic laws governing them are inexor- 
able and will sooner or later break down 
resistance. It would be far better if 
these inevitable readjustments are made 
willingly and quickly so as to complete 
the circle of deflation, restore the proper 
ratio of prices and clea: the road for 
general resumption of business and re- 
covery. 

9. The healing processes for the body 
politic come from within and not with- 
out. Supply and demand, operating free- 
ly without hindrance, bring back health 
to all its parts. Restricting the flow of 
the natural processes protracts the dis- 
ease and causes new troubles. 

Such are the rules of reason and the 
laws of common sense, yet how far some 
of our leaders are straying from these 
plain truths.

It is charged that these 
loans were among the influences that promoted the 
moratorium. So far in the investigation, it has been 
shown that not less than $762,575,000 of German 
bonds have been issued since the warning. 

Mr. Kellogg properly advised the bankers that they 
should inform prospective purchasers of the condition 
of the loans, but so far there is no evidence of any 
intimation being given to the investors that the bonds 
were of doubtful value, or that any warning with 
regard to the risks had been given by the State 
Department. The State Department itself did not pub- 
lish the letter of the Secretary or give out any 
public information regarding it.

1924, after this rate had been cut 
to 40 per cent, the tax-exempt in- 
comé of the group was 7.8 per cent 
of their total income—a higher 
percentage than when the mazi- 
mum surtax was 65 per cent! 
‘The Couzens committee conclud- 
ed: “It is evident that tax-exempt 
income is a negligible factor in 
causing shrinkage in net incomes 
of $100,000 and over, and is even 
@ smaller factor in the shrinkage of 
incomes exceeding $1,000,000 than 
in those between $100,000 and 
$1,000,000.” 

An elaborate and wholly impar- 
tial study of the relationship of 
high surtaxes and tax-exempt se- 
curities was made in 1926 for the 
nonpartisan Brookings Institute of 
Economics by Dr. Charles O. Har- 
dy, one of its staff. When he be- 
gan his inquiry, the preface to his 
book relates, -he shared the com- 
mon view that the exemption of 
Government bonds from taxation 
interfered with the working of the 
progressive income tax. In the 
course of his study he changed his 
view. me 
About High Surtaxes. 

An examination of all the avail- 
able data led Dr. Hardy to the 
conclusion that “in every income 
group the proportion of tax-ex- 
empt income is small. 

Again he said, referring to the 
reduction of surtaxes which became 
effective on 1925 incomes: “The 
conclusion is that the recent re- 
duction of the rates on very large 
incomés may have been justified 
on grounds of equity, but certainly 
was not justified on the economic 
grounds commonly alleged. We 
find no evidence that the high sur- 
taxes have interfered seriously with 
business activity, nor that they 
have added to the cost of living, 
nor that the rates under the reve- 
nue acts of 1918, 1921 and 1924 
were too high to be fiscally pro- 
ductive.” 

Discussing the decline in the up- 
per-bracket incomes of 1920 and 
1921 he said: “The disappearance 
of the boom conditions of 1916 and 
1917, the increase in deductible 
contributions and taxes, the de- 
crease of dividend payments, the 
acute depression of 1920-21 and 
the subsequent decline of interest 
rates—these account for the bulk 
of the shrinkage in the great in- 
comes. These factors are almost 
entirely independent of the avail- 
ability of tax-exempt securities as 
a refuge from surtaxes.” 

Space ig lacking in which to go 
into the arguments for and against 
tax-exempt securities. There rre 
many on both sides of the question 
and they were all brought into play 
a few years ago when Secretary 
Mellon proposed a constitutional 
amendment to prevent further is- 
sues of this kind. Mellon is still 
for this amendment, but it is not 
now being actively pressed. 

Why Tax-Exempt Securities 

Tax-exempt securities exist be- 
cause of the constitutional implica- 
tions that neither. @ state govern- 
ment on the one hand nor the Fed- 
eral Government on the other has 
the power to tax the instrumentali- 
ties of the other. There is no di- 
rect statement in the Constitution 
to this effect, but the inhibition is 
generally understood to be inherent 
in our dual system of government. 
The weight of legal opinion is that 
tax-exempts can be abolished only 
by some such amendment as that 
urged by Mr. Mellon. There are 
now outstanding some $20,560,000,- 
000 of wholly tax-exempt securities, 
of which by far the larger part— 
over $15,000,000,000—are the issues 
of states and the political subdivi- 
sions of states. In addition there 
are partly exempt United States se- 
curities amounting to $12,280,000,- 
000, making a total of nearly $33,- 
000,000,000 securities which are 
either wholly or partly tax-free. 

It should be noted that the 
amounts which the governments 
fail to collect because of the tax- 
exempt feature of these securities 
do not represent an absolute loss 
of revenue. In effect, the holders 
of such bonds pay a tax through 
their acceptance of a smaller rate 
of interest than they would require 
if the interest Were taxable. This is 
to be borne in mind when advocates 
of the abolition of tax-exempt se- 
curities present large estimates of 
the losses that the governments are 
suffering from tax-exempt securi- 
ties. 


Low Surtax Unjustified. 

Another point is this: If there 
should be a rush of wealthy inves- 
tors to hide their wealth in tax- 
exempt securities in order to es- 
cape taxation, the effect would be 
to enhance the price of these se- 
curities and hence progressively to 
diminish the rate of return. At 
some stage of this diminution, it 
would appear, the return would 
reach a point where it would not 
be sufficient to warrant the trans- 
fer of money from a taxable to a 
nontaxable bond. 

On the face of the evidence and 
the probabilities, there appears to 
be no sound reason, Mr. Mellon to 
the contrary notwithstahding, why 
Congress should adopt a low surtax 
policy through the fear of driving 
wealth into tax-exempt securities. 

There are, however, at this time, 
other considerations which incline 
many in Congress who. believe in 
rates up to 60-per cent, or even 
higher, to be content for the mo- 
ment with the 40 per cent maxi- 
mum recommended by the Treas- 
ury. If there is a point of dimin- 
ishing returns from high surtax 
rates—a point at which wealth be- 
gins to flow in appreciable amounts 
from taxable to nontaxable securi- 
ties—that point is lower now in 
these depressed times, with the low 
dividends being paid in industry, 
than it was in the flush times with 
their high dividends. In other 
words, the point of taxation at 
which it is profitable to exchange 
an industria] bond for a tax-exempt 
bond becomes lower as the return 
on the industrial bond decreases. — 


Sees 40 Per Cent Maximum. 
Representative Rainey of Illinois, 


the Democratic floor leader of the 
House, believes that in the present 
circumstances the point of dimin- 
ishing returns will be reached with 
a maximum surtax of 40 per cent, 
and that is the figure that now 
seems likely to be incorporated in 
the new bill. As we have seen, 
this was the rate which the Demo- 
crats in the Senate forced into the 
revenue bill of 1924, against the 
Treasury recommendation of a 26 
per cent maximum. 

Another consideration which has 
weight with Congress is the fact 
that a large proportion of the tax- 
able income in the brackets from 
$100,000 upward has been shaken 
out by the depression. In 1928 
there were 15,977 taxpayers ix 
these groups, with a net taxable 
income of $4,451,207,085, on which 
they paid a tax of $714,183,379. 
There was only a slight falling off 
in all these columns in 1929, but 
in 1930 the decline was precipitous, 
The number of taxpayers dropped 
to 6151, their income to $1,556,- 
$05,823, and the tax tb $237,716,- 
046. Figures for 1931 are not yet 
available, but there is no doubt 
they will show a further decline. 
Owing to the reduction in dividends 
during 1931 and the sale of de- 
preciated assets, many a million- 
aire will be wholly exempt from 
taxation for that year. 


Income Expectations. 

Even if we assumed no drop 
from the 1930 figure in the income 
of the top brackets, the tax expec- 
tancy from even a tripling of the 
rates would fall far short of the 
Government’s requirements. The 
tax in that case would be about 
$711,000,000, or $474,000,000 more 
than was produced from the same 
group in 1930. This is a long way 
from the estimated deficit of $2,- 
123,000,000 for the fiscal year 1932. 

On the same basis of calculation 
—tota] net income of $1,556,805,823 
in the brackets from $100,000 up- 
ward—taxes at the 1924 _ rates, 
ranging up to a maximum of 40 
per cent on income over $500,000, 
would bring in about $394,800,000, 
or a gain of about $157,000,000 over 
the amount collected for 1930. 
~ But these figures, as we have 
stated, are hypothetical. The in- 
come in the brackets in question 
will be less than $1,556,805,823 for 
the calendar year 1931 and the ac- 
tual return from the proposed rates 
will be less than $394,800,000. 

The Treasury estimates that the 
proposed new income taxes—al]! of 
them from top to bottom—would 
yield for a full year an additional 
revenue of about $185,000,000, of 
which three-fifths, or about $111,- 
000,000, would be derived from in- 
comes of $100,000 and over. There 
is no way at. present to get a closer 
estimate than this. 


Discourages Concentration. 

Under present conditions, then, 
it is evident on any basis of calcu- 
lation that the yield from additional 
surtaxes will be disappointingly 
small. From the point of view of 
the Progressives in Congress, the 
fiscal reason for increasing the sur- 
taxes—though that reason in itself 
is compelling—is not so weighty as 
considerations of sound public pol- 
icy. They believe that a high sur- 
tax schedule, together with the eg- 
tate tax, should be used not alone 
as a revenue producer, but as a so- 
cial weapon against the concentra- 
tion of great wealth in too few 
hands. At this point they come 
into sharp conflict with the admin- 
istration, which has recommended 
that the rates be increased only 
for the period of the present strin- 
gency. The battle over high sur- 
taxes as a permanent taxation pol- 
Icy is yet to be fought. 

In addition to increasing the in- 
come taxes and adding miscella- 
neous levies which are yet to be 
decided upon, Congress will also 
undoubtedly increase the estate 
tax. The present maximum is 29 
per cent. Secretary Mellon recom- 
mended that this be raised to 25. 
The disposition of the Democratic 
leaders is to press for a maximum 
of at least 40 per cent and to add 
a gift tax, about which Mellon said 
nothing. The purpose of the gift 
tax is to prevent evasions of the 
estate tax. 

Estate Tax Arguments. 

Like high surtaxes, a stiff estate 
tax is a social weapon for breaking 
up large accumulations of wealth. 
It is because of this fact, ag well 
as the revenue producing possibili- 
ties of the tax, that the Progres- 
sives in Congress desire a sharp in- 
crease; they would certainly not be 
content with a maximum rate of 
less than 40 per cent. One of the 
strong arguments for an estate tax 
is that it enables the Government 
ultimately to reach wealth which 
escapes into tax-exempt securities. 
Short of a constitutional amend- 
mend, this is the only way In which 
it can be reached. 

One of the features of the tax 
laws about which there is great 
confusion of thought is the capital 
gains and losses provision. In his 
annual message to Congress in 1930, 
President Hoover expressed the be- 
lief that “the peculiar economic ef.- 
fect of the income tax on so-called 
capital gains at the present rate 
is to enhance speculative inflation 
and likewise impede business recov- 
ery.” He therefore urged that a 
special study be made of the éco- 
nomic effects of the tax. 

This statement was widely inter- 
preted at the time as a proposal 
for the repeal of the tax. There 
has never been, however, a direct 
recommendation from the adminis- 
tration for its repeal, and nothing 
is said about the tax in the pend- 
ing Mellon-Hoover tax plan. 

The general principles of the 
capital gains tax are as follows: 


If the taxpayer holds certain} 


property for more than two years, 
it becomes a capital asset, and he 
may either treat the gain on its 
sale as ordinary income, subject 
to normal] taxes and surtaxes, or 
exclude the gain from his ordinary 
income, in which case the gain is 
taxed at the special rate of 12% 
per cent. It has been gaiculated 
that under the present surtax rates, 
it is to the taxpayer's advantage 


: 


to single out his capital gains for 
taxation at the 12% per cent rate 
when his income, exclusive of capli- 
tal gains, is as high as $30,000. 
In the case of losses on the sale 
of capital assets, the taxpayer must 
either de@uct the loss from his or- 
dinary income or apply 12% per 
cent of the loss as credit 
the tax on his ordinary income, 
The method which will produce the 
larger tax must be used. 


Capital Gains and Losses. 

One of the main arguments 
against the capital gains tax—and 
this is what the President had in 
mind when he inferentially pro- 
posed its repeal—is that it helps 
to produce inflation ona raising 
market. Investors who have made 
gains in the market, runs the argu- 
ment, hold on to their securities in 
preference to liquidating them and 
paying a tax on the profits. Op- 
ponents of the tax assert that this 
condition was an important factor 
in the inflation which led to the 
market crash of 1929. Conversely, 
it is held that the law works the 
other way in times of depression. 
by encouraging the _ selling of 
stocks for the purpose of establish- 
ing losses. 

Manifestly, the capital gains tax 
is a fine thing for the Government 
in prosperous times. In 1928, for 
instance, the collections under the 
tax were abscut $233,000,000, or 
more than 20 per cent of the entire 
personal income tax collections. The 
12% per cent credit in the same 
year on account of capital losses 
amounted.to only about $5,000,000. 
During the five-year period from 
1924 to 1928 inclusive, the credits 
for capital losses totaled less than 
5 per cent of the yield on capital 
gains. 

These happy results are now be- 
ing turned around The effects of 
the depression began to show in 
the returns for the calendar year 
1930, when the collections under 
the capital gains tax dropped to 
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NEW ORDINANCE MAY HOLD UP 
ISSUANCE OF AUTO-LICENSES 


Increase Takes Effect Feb. 27; Per- 
mits Usually Out Late in 
January. ‘ 

City officials have not deter- 
mined whether 1932 city automo- 
bile licenses will be available at 
the usual time—the latter part of 
January—-because the Board of 
Aldermen on Friday passed an or- 
dinance increasing the fees, which 
cannot become effective before 
Feb. 27.

The increase in the city’ rate, to 
reach the maximum permitted by 
State law, will be 50 cents for pri- 
vate passenger automobiles and 50 
cents to $2 for trucks. Trailers 
and semi-trailers, heretofore un- 
taxed by the city, will be licensed.

curity,” declares Paul Pain- 

leve, former French Premier, 
in expressing his views on the im- 
mediate scrapping of arms. 

“Disarmament without compacts, 
stipulations and precautions might 
be a danger instead of a salvation 
to the entire world,” he adds in ex- 
planation of that stand. 

Stressing his faith in the eventual 
establishment of worldwide peace 
and his determination to work to 
that end, M. Painleve says: 

“If France was convinced that 
disarmament alone was enough to 
establish peace, with what joy and 
relief would she lay down her arms! 
But, alas! the suppression-of arms 
is not sufficient to render war im- 
possible. 

“Who can ignore the resources of 
peaceful industries capable of be- 
ing transformed into instruments of 
death? In order to insure péace 
each nation must wish never to use 
violence in the service of its claims 
and rights. 

“That is an ideal at which I am 
sure Europe will one day arrive. 
But if evil passions become mis- 


tress of power in a country a way 
must be found which will surely 
suppress them. To do’that in this 
difficult period of transition is in- 
deed a problem.” — 

The economic problem of . dis- 
armament constitutes a substantial 
stumbling block in its path, M. 
Painleve believes. The cost of pro- 
viding new work for laborers now 
employed in the manufacture of 
arms would prove an item of vast 
expenditure, he points out. 

The “moral obligation” of coun- 
tries to each other presents another 
great difficulty, he declares. 


Cites Moral Obligation. 


“If a country, having been coun- 
selled by others to disarm, follows 
their advice and risks having its 
throat cut, will not the advisers feel 
that thes have a moral obligation? 
It is an obligation which must be- 
come a fact in order to insure 
peace. 

“To all efficacious means of pro- 
tecting peace against attack—arbi. 
tration, mutual assistance, the Ge- 
neva protocol, etc.—France will 
rally, even if she does not take the 
initiative.”’ 

When M. Painleve presented his 
attitude toward scrapping arms at 
the recent disarmament mass meet. 
ing held in Paris by peace organi- 
zations of 30 countries, his was the 
only speech which met applause 
from the royalists, nationalists and 
“young patriots” who thronged the 
gathering.

Chevrolet Dealer 
Sales Set Record 
For Any December 


So Factory Official Tells 1000 
Dealers and Salesmen at 
St. Louis Meeting. 


A gathering of 1000 odd Chevro- 
let dealers and salesmen ‘n St. 
Louis Thursday was told by ex- 
ecutives of the Chevrolet Motor 
Co, that there was ‘concrete evi- 
dence of business improvement. 

M. D. Douglas, general parts and 
ge@vice manager for the company, 
@Bhed that Chevrolet dealers sold 
ra@re cars in December than in any 
previous eorresponding month in 
the 20 years of the company ’s his- 
tory. Total production of the com- 
pany in the same month fell anly a 
few units short of establishing a 
new high record, Douglas said. 

In December, Chevrolet built 
59,760 new cars as compared with 
62.320 in the same month a year 
‘ago. While the final . tabulation 
of dealer sales is not complete, 
Douglas declared it would show a 
gain over any December in the 
history of the car. The December 
production was nearly 20,000 ahead 
of the original schedule for the 
month, and was stepped up because 
dealers’ demands for immediate 
delivery, following introduction of 
new models in the first week of 
December, greatly exceeded the 
original forecast. 

Referring to employment, Doug- 
las pointed out that while 6,000,- 
000 to 7,000,000 may be unem- 
ployed, ‘statistics show that more 
than 44,000,000 are steadily and 
gainfully at work. 

“We know that the United States 
is a great country—a rich covun- 
try. We know that a tremendous 
amount of business is still being 
done here and an_§ increasingly 
greater volume will be done this 
year. We firmly believe we are on 
the way to a-good year, a year even 
more successful from our dealers’ 
viewpoint than 1931. 

“In 1932, automobile business 
will be equal to that in.1931 or 
better... Viewed conservatively, the 
replacement market alone is suffi- 
cient to insure a production equal 
to last year. 

“When we see in a year like 
1931 gasoline consumption above 
normal, it becomes evident we are 
dealing with a necessary imple- 
ment of the daily life, and that 
its uses will be still further ex- 
tended in the future so long as the 
industry keeps pace with what the 
driving public wants. Even with 
the readjustment of values which 
1930 and 1931 brought in, the in- 
dustry has met every demand nade 
upon it, either by giving the same 
car at a lower price or giving ore 
value at the same price.” ’ 
Thursday forenoon was devoted 
to a meeting of Chevrolet dealers 
at the Odeon. At noon there was 
a luncheon at Hotel Jefferson at 
which Zone Sales Manager ©. LE. 
O’Meara remarked that more than 
45,000 Chevrolet cars and trucks 
were sold in the St. Louis zone in 
1931 and that dealers in the zone 
did a $20,000,000 business during 
the year and today were in the 
best condition as to finances and 
used car stocks of any zone in the 


country.

‘Junk Pile in U. S. 


The automotive industry enters 
1932 with a potential requirement 
of 4,300,000 passenger cars, motor 
trucks and busses for replacement 
purposes only, according to George 
E. Quisenberry, editor of American 
Automobile, in announcing a sur- 
vey just completed. The study re- 
vyeals the fact that the average age 
of an automobile consigned to the 
junk heap today is 7.9 years. 

Practically all cars which were 
put into service in the United 
States in 1922 and 1923, accord- 
ing to tht survey report, took their 
places on the junk pile in 1930 and 
1931. The total of these discarded 
automobiles was 6,343,895. In1930 
and °31 the output available fof re- 
placement was 5,309,933 automo- 
biles, leaving an unfilled demand 
from these two years of 1,032,962 
cars, trucks and busses.

New Hupmobile 
Cars Include Two 


Eights and a Six 


Wheelbases Longer--All Mod- 


els Have Free Wheeling, 
Syncromesh Transmissions. 


Two new Hupmobile eights and 
a six are being displayed by the 
Weber Implement and Automobile 
Co., distributer, and dealers in this 
area. The six-cylinder car, known 
as Model 216, is a refinement of 
the previous Hupp six. The two 
eights are practically new models, 
differing widely from previous of- 
ferings in this field. 

All the engines are more power- 
ful than in previous models. 
V-type radiators are used. Wheel 
bases are longer. Syncromesh 
transmissions are employed with 
free wheeling in all forward speeds. 
Adjustable seats are included on 
all models. 

Powerful Engines. 

The eights have an interesting 
type of frame _ construction, in 
which the frame and body members 
are bound together to make a firm 
structure. 

An oil temperature regulator is 
fitted. The engine of the six-cylin- 
der model has a bore and stroke of 
3% by 4%, giving 75 horse-power. 

The wheelbase of the 216 is 116 
inches. The tire sizes are 18 by 
5.50. The series 222 is the smaller 
eight, the engine having a bore and 
stroke of 215-16 by 4%, giving 93 
horse-power. 

The crank shaft has eight coun- 
ter-weights and is carried on five 
bearings. A Lanchester vibration 
dampener is fitted. 

Rigid Frame Construction. 

In the frame construction on 
these new Hupp eights an X-type 
cross member is used to bind to- 
gether the front and rear sections 
of the body. In connection with 
this there is a roof structure built 
to obtain stiffness. A truss to hold 
together the front end is placed in 
the cowl. Braces in the shape of 
inverted V-pieces are placed on 
each side. The rear is bolted to 
the back of the cow! and the front 
of the structure joins the frame. 
The tops of the V-pieces are bolted 
to two steel rods, which extend for- 
ward from the sides of the cowl 
to the radiator, where they are 
bolted together in another triangle. 
Two other steel rods are brought 
forward from the top of this tri- 
angle and are bolted to the front 
cross member next to the side rail. 

The wheel base of the Series 222 


is 122 fnches. Tire sizes are 17 
by 6. 
The Hupmobile series 226 is 


powered with ah L-head eight-cyl- 
inder engine, with a bore and 
stroke of 31-16 by 4% inches, giv- 
ing a piston displacement of 279.9. 

The engine develops horsepower 
of 103. 

The engine follows the general 
design of that of the 222 series, ex- 
cept for dimensions of the indi- 
vidual parts.

Lincoln “Twelve 
and ‘Eight’ Models 
In Many Styles 


Numerous Improvements in 8- 
Cylinder Line Introduced 
at Lower Prices. 


A new i12-cylinder Lincoln and 
an improved eight-cylinder Lincoln 
are announced in St. Louis by the 
Lincoln Retail Division of the Ford 
Motor Co., custom bodies on the 
new 12-cylinder Lincoln chassis, 
which develops 150 horse power, 
were shown for the first time at the 
New York auto salon last month. 
The eight-cylinder models, which 
are introduced at lower prices, have 
a 120 horse power engine. 
Bodies on the two chassis have 
the same keynote. They are long 
and low. Lines are graceful, con- 
tours sweeping. The air-flow lines 
are emphasized by the _ slanting 
windshield and the downward 
curve of the coach-sill which is 
carried from radiator to rear fen- 
der. Custom and standard bodies 
are fitted luxuriously. 

Custom and Standard Bodies. 
A sport phaeton and “doublen- 
tree” sport sedan, an all-weather 
brougham and all-weather cabrio- 
let by Brunn, a coupe and a two- 
window berline by Judkins and a 
convertible roadster and town ca- 
briolet by LeBaron are included in 
the custom group. Others are a 
sport berline, a coupe and a con- 
vertible sedan by Dietrich, a panel 
brougham and a limousine by Wil- 
loughby, a roadster by Murphy, a 
town car by Rollston and a vic- 
toria by Waterhouse. 
The Lincoln standard bodies on 
the 12-cylinder chassis include 
sport touring, sport phaeton, five- 
passenger coupe, town sedan, five- 
passenger sedan, seven-passenger 
sedan and limousine. There are 
both two and three-window types 
ot the town sedan. The sport phae- 
ton is offered both with and with- 
out tonneau cowl. 

The bodies on the Linéoln vV-8 
cylinder chassis offer many color 
and upholstery options. The bodies 
announced in this group include a 
sport phaeton, a two-passenger 
coupe, a five-passenger coupe, a 
two-window town sedan, a three- 
window five-passenger sedan, a 
seven-passenger sedan and a li- 
mousine, 

Many Improvements. 
Many improvements are {ncor- 
porated in the two chassis. The 
V-12 engine cylinder blocks are set 
at 65 degrees, the B-8 engine cyl- 
inder blocks at 60 degrees, in con- 
formance with Lincoln practice, to 
give out-of-step firing and insure 
smooth engine operation. Aside 
from the wheelbase length, and 
the engines, the two chassis are 
virtually identical. 
The transmission has synchro- 
nizing cones in second and high 
Speed gears for quiet speed chang- 
ing. Second speed gears are of 
helical type so that operation in 
that speed is virtually as quiet as 
in high gear. 
An independent free-wheeling 
unit, mounted in the rear of the 
transmission, operates in all for- 
ward speeds and locks automatic- 
ally when reverse gear is used. 
Free-wheeling may be employed or 
not as desired. A control on the 
dash may be operated to neutralize 
the unit and permit use of the con- 
ventional transmission. 

Service brakes are operated by 
& vacuum-powered booster, con- 
trolled by the foot pedal, and capa. 
ble of adjustment for weather and 
pavement conditions. The clutch 
in each chassis is soft-acting. 
Engines. are mounted at. three 
points in rubber, Engine tempera- 
ture control is by thermostats. 
which operate automatically the 
radiator shutters and hood side 
ventilators and assist maximum en- 
gine performance. The engines 
have dual drowndraft carburetors, 
with intake silencers and air clean. 
ers. 

The frames are rugged, strongly 
braced and cushioned by long 
springs and four hydraulic double- 
acting shock absorbers. 

The wheels are 18 inches in 
diameter, of the drop-center rim 
type. Tires on the 12-cylinder 
chassisjare 7.50 inches in section, 
on the eight-cylinder chassis, 7 
inches.

5641 JOBS FOUND, 
1949 PERMANENT 


Opportunities Scarce in 
“White Collar’ Positions 
—Director Explains Pro- 
cedure in Getting Relief. 


The Citizens’ Free Employment 
Bureau, 2033 Washington avenue, 
has 24,823 applications for work in 


its active file, 
since it was organized bythe Citi-| 
zens’ Committee on Relief and Em- | 
ployment a year ago, according to 
E. G. Steger, director of relief for 
the committee. 

The bureau had found jobs for 
5641 up to Jan. 1, Steger said. Of 
these, 1949 were permanent and 626 
were on special work for the city. 
During December, 88 were placed 
in permanent positions and tempo- 
rary work was found for 263. In 
that month the bureau received 
3065 new applications and 4598 re- 
applications. 

“We cannot hope to place a very 
large proportion of those who ap- 
ply for work,” Steger said, “but we 
can show a genuine interest in these 
people and make an honest effort 
to help them find employment. 

Efficiency Considered First. 

“Given a job to fill, the bureau 
finds the applicant best fitted for 
the place. If there are among the 
applicants several of equal capabili- 
ties, the need for employment is 
considered, but efficiency on the 
job is the primary consideration.” 

Opportunities for ‘‘white collar” 
workers are scarce, Steger said. Of 
the 351 orders from employers re- 
ceived during December, only 19 
were for that class of worker. All 
orders were filled except one. In 
that case the employer wanted 
someone to do bookkeeping and 
stenographic work for $7 a week. 
Several young girls, willing to ac- 
cept employment at that wage, 
were regarded by the employer as 
not sufficiently experienced. 

“A distressing element in the 
present situation,’’ Steger said, ‘‘is 
that in the occasional openings 
that are found for high type ‘white 
collar’ men—men with college de- 
grees or many years of specialized 
experience—the salaries offered are 
s0 low that even a single man with 
no dependents would. find difficul- 
ty in existing on them.” 

Applications for work are being 
received at the bureau at about 
twice the rate shown through the 
summer, but there has been no 
great change in the number of 
placements each month. From June 
to October the applications aver- 
aged about 1500 a month. The to- 
tal for each month since October 
has been more than 3000. The peak 
day was Monday, Dec. 14, when 
415 new applications were filed. 

Six Phases of Work. 

The work of the employment 
bureau, Steger said, may be divid- 
ed into these six phases: 

It interviews applicants, deter- 
mining their qualifications and 
need of employment. 

Checks their records and investi- 
gates references. 

Classifies applications into four 
divisions, commercial and profes- 
sional, men’s personal service, 
trades and industries, and women’s 
work. 

Seeks jobs, directly and through 
co-operating agencies. 

Seeks to stimulate employment 
through contacts with employers. 

Makes placements.

The committee is headed by Ja- 
cob M. Lashly, vice chairman of 
the Chamber’s board. Other mem- 
bers are R. E. Blake, counsel of 
the International Shoe Co.; F. B. 
Eiseman, vice president, Rice-Stix 
Dry Goods Co.; Robert L. Lund, 
vice president, Lambert Pharmacal 
Co., and Edgar Queeny, president, 
Monsanto Chemical Co. 

The committee was appointed 
because it was felt merger and con- 
solidation plans of the railroads 
and the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission might cause a serious re- 
duction in St. Louis’ rail impor- 
tance, and that, for this reason, 
there should be an active body to 
watch every rail consolidation de- 
velopment with a view to constant- 
ly protecting and furthering the 
interests of this gateway. 

The Chamber of Commerce, 
through its Traffic’ Bureau, last 
week intervened before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in the 
four-party Eastern rail consolida- 
tion case, so as to be in a position 
to protect this city’s interests if 
developments should arise affecting 
it. The case is an outgrowth of the 
rail consolidation plan proposed by 
the Commission in 1929. In this 
plan provision was made for the 
consolidation of the Eastern car- 
riers into five great systems. Re- 
cently the Baltimore & Ohio, the 
New York Central, the Pennsylva- 
nia, the C. & O.-Nickel Plate filed 
a petition with the Commission, 
asking that the Commission’s plan 
be changed to provide for only four 
systems of the Eastern carriers 
and the Wabash Railroad be alloted 
to the Pennsylvania. 

With the city administration, the 
Chamber also has been active in 
the Southern Pacific-Cotton Belt 
consolidation case. Several months 
ago it filed exceptions to the tenta- 
tive report of an Interstate Com- 
merce Commission examiner on 
the proposed merger of the South- 
ern Pacific and Cotton Belt which 
attempted to establish that it was 
part of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission’s policy not to permit 
transcontinental lines into the St. 
Louis gateway.. Lashly, who was 
retained as special counsel, subse- 
quently presented arguments be- 
fore the commission in Washing- 
ton to overthrow this-contention of 
the examiner.

AWARDS TD BE GIVEN 
NY BULDING CONTEST 


Presentation Thursday Night at 
Annual Meeting of Chamber 
of Commerce. 


Winners in the St. Louis best 
building contest conducted by the 
Chamber of Commerce will be an- 
nounced and awards presented to 
their owners and those responsible 
for their construction at the annual 
meeting of the Chamber of Com- 


merce at Hotel Jefferson Thursday 
night. 

The presentation will be one of 
the features of a program, which 
will serve to review the activities 
of the Chamber and the civic proj- 
ects it carried out during 1931, and 
to outline a comprehensive pro- 
gram for 1932, which it is expected 
will includé many items dealing 
with public improvements. The 
1932 projects will be outlined by 
Charles Nagel, Secretary of Com- 
merce under President Taft; C. W. 
Gaylord, chairman of the Cham- 
ber’s 1932 board; Charles H. Mor- 
rill, retiring chairman of the board; 
Frank C. Rand, president of the 
International Shoe Co., and W. B. 
Weisenburger, president of the 
Chamber. 7 

The building contest was con- 
ducted by the Chamber’s Civic De- 
velopment Bureau to stimulate 
construction of better and more 
esthetic structures in St. Louis. It 
was conducted in seven classes, as 
follows: single residences, multiple 
dwellings, public buildings, eccle- 
siastical buildings, educational 
buildingsf commercial buildings and 
industrial buildings. One or more 
buildings in each of the seven 
classifications may be selected for 
award. Owners of such winning 
buildings will receive bronze tab- 
lets, and certificates of merit are 
to be awarded to the architects, 
engineers and contractors associ- 
ated in their design and construc- 
tion. 

The awards will be made for 
1930, and only those buildings com- 
pleted in that year will be eligible 
for the awards. Announcement of 
the winners has been delayed, be- 
cause it took several months for 
the judging committee to inspect 
the buildings, work out the method 
of judging them and other details, 
since it was the first year of the 
competition. It is expected the 
judging of future contests will not 
take so long. 

The winners to be announced 
Thursday were selected by a special 
Committee of Award, consisting of 
Wilbur T. Trueblood, past presi- 
dent of St. Leouig Chapter, Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects, chair- 
man: Prof. Gabriel Ferrand, head 
of the School of Architecture, 
Washington University: W.-P. Pen- 
nell, past president of the Engi- 
neers’ Club of St. Louis; Eyric 
Rogers,. director of the City Art 
Museum, and F. C. Woermann, past

PROPERTY OWNERS TO SEEK — 


MASS MEETING 


In Connection With Midwinter Gathering of 
National Association of Real Estate - | 
Boards Jan. 20. 4 


A mass meeting of St. Louis 
property owners to further an or- 
ganization seeking relief from the 
increasing burden of realty taxes, 
will be held at Hotel Jefferson the 
evening of Jan. 20, in connection 
with the. opening of the midwinter 
meeting of the “National Associa- 
tion of Real Estate Boards. 
The organization is the new 
Property Owners’ Division of the 
St. Louis Real Estate Exchange, 
which seeks concerted action for 
tax reform, in co-operation with 
other groups. The exchange is in- 
viting property owners generally to 
attend the meeting, and its mem- 
bers are inviting their clients in- 
dividually. 
It is hoped by the exchange to 
achieve a large, active membership 
for the Property Owners’ Division. 
In addition to advocating tax re- 
form, an object is to exert in- 
fluence against extravagance in 
government. The principal speak- 
ers will be Arthur J. Lacy of De- 
troit, retiring “chairman of the 
Property Owners’ Division of the 
national association, and Andrew 
L. M@ore, an attorney, of Pontiac. 
Mich., the chairman-elect. Other 
speakers will be Harry 8S. Kissell, 
retiring president of the national 
association, and J. F. O. Reller and 
M. J. Slonim, St. Louis real estate 
dealers and temporary officers of 
the local Property Owners’ Divi- 
sion. Bernard F. Dickmann, pres- 
ident of the St. Louis Exchange, 
will preside. 

80 Pct. of Burden. 

In a statement yesterday, the 
Exchange declared that 80 per cent 
of the tax burden of the local gov- 
ernment falls on real estate. It 
continued: “As a result of stagger- 
ing taxation, hundreds of thous- 
ands of owners of real property in 
the land are being forced to relin- 
quish valuable holdings; in a great 
proportion of the cases the very 
roofs over their heads.

Elaborate Conditioning Plan. 


“This certainly does the work,” 
Hack panted. “I’m not overweight, 
you understand; just softened up a 
bit, and that’s what I want to do, 
get into condition. I weigh right 
around my summer weight of 195. 
That’s about what I weigh when I 
put on my uniform during the 
summer. I usually lose 10 pounds 
during a ball game, but a good din- 
ner and a night’s sleep puts it back 
on. You'd think that without the 
baseball I’d get hog fat during the 
winter. But I don’t. I’m pretty 
active, though, hunting and work- 
ing around the place. 

“TY did all this work in the gym. 
Put in the new floor, installed the 
rowing machine and punching bag, 
weatherboarded the ceiling and 
whitewashed and painted the wal'!s. 
Been working for a couple of weeks 
and, believe me, I'll be in condition 
when ] go totraining camp. Don¢ 
know which one it will be, but if 
it’s the Cardinals’, none of Mr. 
Breadon’s players will be in near 
the condition I'll be in. About two 
weeks before reporting time I'm go- 
ing to Hot Springs, probably, or 
somewhere else, to give my legs 
some final conditioning and to take 
the baths.” 

Hack was asked if after a winter 
of consideration he had arrived at 
any conclusion as to what fiad 
caused his extraordinary slump asa 
batter in 1931. In 1930 he batted 
.856 and hit 56 home runs. Last 
year he batted only .260, hit only 
13 homers and frequently was on 
the bench because of his inability 
to hit the ball. 


Ball a Factor in Slump. 


“Tt must have been a combina- 
tion of things,’’ Hack replied.

Then, pos- 
sibly, I was trying too hard to live 
up to my new contract and my 1930 
record. Even in the spring exhibi- 
tion games I found myself fussing 
and swearing because I couldn't get 
hold of the ball. It wouldn't carry 
for me and I was missing more 
swings than usual. Naturally, after 
my good year of 1930, the fans 
were expecting me to do something 
every time I went to bat and even

In a recent game in St. Louis 
Referee Quigley penalized the 
home team for this reason. It is 
a habit with him. 

Just why the innocent players 
should suffer for the sins of 
thoughtless spectators, who may 
not even be students of the 
school requires some explaining. 

The thought, of course, is to 
compel a crowd to be silent if it 
can not be fair and also to pro- 
tect the official from a razgzing, 
in case he makes blunders.

ACK WILSON considers

and in stating that. he 
could play any field for any 
club that he happened to land 
with in 1932, he recalled and 
explained how he happened to 
muff that important fly ball 
in the world series with the 
Athletics of 1929. 

“My sunglasses were nothing 
but window glass that day.” 
Hack related. “I had a swell 
pair of glasses that I had used 
for several years and it was 
just my luck to break them a 
few days before the season 
ended.

their averages cut by the ruling 
of the law makers. In making the 
comparisons, the records of a dozen 
sluggers in each circuit were taken 
into consideration. 

For the 12 batters in the Ameri 
can, the average loss was nine per- 
centage points, while that of the 
National Leaguers was six. 

One of those to suffer was Fran- 
kie Frisch, captain of the world 
champion Cardinals. Frisch was 
considered not so much because he 
is a long-fly hitter, but because he 
is a good bunter as well. How- 
ever, even in the case of Frisch it 
made a difference, since with the 
old 1930 rule in effect, he would 
have swatted .318 against the fig- 
ure of .311 with which he finished 
the campaign. Frisch, in 1930, had 
16 sacrifice hits, whereas last sea- 
son he had but five. 

Rule Cost Hafey 11 Points. 

“Chick” Hafey, Cardinal left 
fielder, won the batting champion- 
ship of the National League with 
an average of .349, but under the 
old law he would have finished 
with .360. He had but two sacri- 
fice hits against 16 the year be- 
fore. Those 14 added times at bat 
made the difference in his swat 
figure. 

Now, take the case of Simmons. 
Connie Mack's star hit .390 to win 
the American League honors for 
the second successive campaign. 
Simmons reached his high figure 
without the aid of a sacrifice hit, 
whereas in the previous season he 
had 17. Deducting 17 times at bat 
from his 1931 total and he would 
have made 200 hits tn 496 at- 
tempts, a mark of .403. Since a

Those extra 16 
percentage points on his average, 
with his 46 homers, would have 
given Ruth something more to 
“crow” about when he starts talk- 
ing 1932 terms with Owner Jake 
Ruppert. 

Goslin Has No Sacrifices. 

Two members of the Browns are 
listed among the “sufferers.”

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In contrast to the brilliant lustrous red shades of the vase are the white flying cranes, 
charactertistic of the finest workmanship of the Orient, and of Japan in particular, 
in this medium. . 

The fierce lookigg warrior is dressed in the armor of the samurai, the lesser nobles 
of feudal Japan whose right to lite and death over commoners was abolished so late 
as 1871. Unlike European armor, the armor of the samurai was not made to fit the 
body but hung like protective curtains from the frame of the man. As on this small 
effigy, the armor was plated and inlaid with gold and silver, and finely wrought 
decoration was freely applied. In the Lindbergh gifts that came from Japan there 
was anotner warrior which is also on display. 

The costume on the doll—the doll must have been intended for the Lindbergh baby 
—carries out in careful detail the traditional costume, now fast disappearing, of an 
upper-class Japanese woman. In the expression of the face, in the way in which the 
real hair is put on, in every respect, it is an excellent example of the workmanship of 
a nation that has specialized for centuries in the making of dolls. 

The second vase in the picture is of glazed porcelain, decorated with what seem 
to be lotus flowers in soft shades of blue that merge into gray. 

“ I hope,” says Mrs. Beauregard, “that some day Colonel and Mrs. Lindbergh 
will feel that they can use some of these lovely things. After all they are very soon 
to complete their new home and what would be more natural:than that they should 
decide to use some of the handsome objects which have been given them.” 
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But just here the Lindberghs are faced with a problem. If they pick and choose 
from the collection, will they not offend other givers? Several times on his visits to 
the trophy collection Colonel Lindbergh has considered taking this thing or that. But 
a pair of goggles is the only gift he has ever claimed. And that was because they 
were of special design and construction that he found admirable. 

It is Mrs. Beauregard who is responsible for the exhibit of the trophies. She read 
about the young air-mail pilot's proposed trans-Atlantic flight when he was still in 
San Diego and decided to write him to ask if he would make a little talk before the 
historical society. It amuses her to think of this now, for, as she says, he was the last 
person who would care to make a speech to anyone anyhere. While she was writing 
the letter, she glanced at a newspaper and saw that the young man was already in 
New York. It was a letter that was never mailed. 

Upon his triumphal return with a trunk full of medals and gifts from Europe, 
Mrs. Beauregard proposed to Harold Bixby and others who had backed Lindbergh 
that the medals be exhibited for a few days in Jefferson Memorial. The rest of the 
story is well known. Thousands, hundreds of thousands, millions of visitors came to the 
astonishment both of Mrs. Beauregard and Lindbergh. By her tact, and her quiet energy, 
she has helped to make the trophy collection almost a national institution. She sees 
Lindbergh almost every time he comes to the city. One of her most prized posses 
sions is a copy of “We" autographed to her by the flyer, and pictures of the baby 
and of the Colonel and his wife signed with cordial greetings

NEW YORK. 
MARVELOUS picture of what New York City 
may look like 35 years from today is to be 
found in the regional plan of New York, which 
has just been completed after 10 years of con- 
centrated study and the expenditure of $1,200,- 
000, furnished by the Russel! Sage Foundation. 

The talents of some of the country’s foremost 
architects, engineers, traffic and transportation 
experts have gone into the making of this plan, 
which, briefly, is an effort to anticipate the 
growth and development of New York and its environs and to 
provide a pattern by which that growth may be directed. In other 
words, it is an attempt to direct the evolution of the city by using 
foresight and intelligence, instead of allowing the city to continue 
to grow chaotically and without control. 

The need for intelligent direction becomes apparent when one 
considers that the metropolitan New York area, comprising over 
400 communities and an area of more than 5000 square miles 
within a radius of 50 miles of lower Manhattan, will probably have 
a population of 21,000,000 persons by 1965. 

Thus the plan embraces not only New York City, but substantial 
portions of New Jersey and Connecticut. This is necessary, be- 
cause a unity of commercial, financial and cultural interests, ac- 
companied by a tremendous daily ebb and flow of commuters be- 
tween the central areas and the other outer areas, make it im- 
perative to plan for the location of industry, business, residences, 
highways, railways and transit lines as though the entire region 
were really one great city—-which, in spite of governmental divi- 
sions, it practically is. 

With the recent publication of its tenth volume, the Regional 
Plan Association presents its complete plan in great detail. The 
present article can therefore only touch upon the main aspects 
of the plan and at the same time indicate the proposed methods 
by which population may be doubled, with less congestion and 
discomfort than at present prevails. 

The plan is divided into two parts. The first part, made public 
two years ago, was based on seven years of study of past, present 
and probable future conditions throughout the region. On the basis 
of these studies, the plan determined the best locations in the 


region for industrial concentration, for new residential areas, for parks, 


ports and other land uses. 


It then laid out communication systems which

These proposals constituted the ‘‘groundwork”’ of the regional plan. The 
new proposals, now made public, are aimed to guide the vertical develop- 
ment of the region—the building construction of all types—which is erected 
on that groundwork. 

One of the most important problems to solve was how to permit the con- 
struction of great towers—skyscrapers—while permanently reserving open 
spaces around them to prevent dark streets and worse congestion of both 
streets and transit lines. 

The proposals are based on estimates of the greatest bulk of building that 
can be provided with adequate transportation facilities and street space, with- 
out placing impossible burdens upon taxpayers for new transit systems and 
street widenings. 

Although two-level streets have become necessary in a few limited areas, 
the major problem is to fit the buildings to the existing street system and to 
the transit lines that can reasonably be expected to be built. 

R outstanding features proposed for buildings in business centers is 

the maintenance of a definite ratio between the maximum permissible 
bulk of a building and the size of the plot. This ratio is to vary from 50 cubic 
feet per square foot of plot, in open suburban areas, to 144 cubic feet of 
building per square foot of plot in the central areas. Under the present New 
York City zoning ordinances there is no limitation on bulk. 

There would be no limitation on the height of the towers, provided the 
maximum bulk is not exceeded. Thus, the higher the building the greater 
the plot which must be assembled for its erection. 

Twenty per cent of interior lots and 10 per cent of corner lots in the cen- 
tral, more congested areas are to be left entirely free of building. This open 
space may be either in exterior or interior courts. Under present zoning 
rules a building may be as high as 20 stories before it has a setback. The 
plan permits a height of from 60 to 80 feet (depending on location) before 
the first setback. The first setback in the Empire State Building is at the 
sixth floor, at a height of 73 feet, which is more or less typical of the pro- 
posed new order. 

Towers would be set back, not just on the street side, but on all sides, to 
supply air and light to themselves and their neighbors alike. And there 
would be open spaces provided at the rear of buildings, except where the 
same buiNing runs through from street to street. 

“While the welfare of the entire population must be considered,’’ says 
Thomas Adams, consultant to the Regional Plan, “‘even the individual build- 
er will usually benefit in the long run from these regulations. Immediate 
profits might be greater from larger buildings in central areas, but the effect 


on duilding values of ultimate loss of light and accessibility would more 
than offset the gain.

“The maintenance of locomotion,’’ he says, ‘is the most fun 
megtal factor in restricting density. There can be nothing sound 
in permitting a density of building to the extent that destroys ac- 
cessibility to the district where the building is erected.” 

Residential buildings are to be similarly regulated, except that 
they are to have larger plot in proportion to bulk. It is proposed 
that apartment buildings should have rear yards with a minimum 
depth of 30 feet. The number and depth of setbacks musi vary 
with height and bulk, and it is recommended that they should not 
be more than two rooms deep.

The same general regulations will apply to 
all, except that there will be important variations with each zone

The general ideal aimed at seems 
to be to have buildings limited in height, so as to maintain an angie 
of light of 45 degrees, and at the same time limit the bulk of the 
building so that its capacity will maintain a definite ratio to the 
capacity of surrounding streets and transportation system: 

On the other hand, there are traffic-congested districis tha! fo 
various reasons cannot be fundamentally made over, and t 
lieve this congestion it is necessary to expand the capacity of th: 
streets. The question arises, how can this be done at reasonable 
cost to the city and property owners?—bearing in mind the fact

Arcading is recommended where it is impractical to set back the 
front walls of buildings. In other words, where permanent build 
ings are erected on a street that needs to be widened, and if the 
buildings are high and very costly to reconstruct, the most eco 
nomical way to obtain the widening is by acquiring an easemen! 
inside the buildings on the ground level. Nearly the whole of the 
sidewalk can be placed within the building by this method, an¢ 
the result is to add the equivalent of two or more lanes for vehicu- 
lar traffic in the roadway and to provide a covered sidewalk where 
shopping can be carried on in comfort in all weather. 

Another departure from the conventional in gidewalks is also sus 
gested in the proposal to have a center walk in commercial streets where the 
use of abutting property involves a continual backing in and coming ou!

client Mayan city. These photographs 
show a well-preserved road leading 
from this city directly into the sea. 
Sixty miles out to sea this road again 
rises from the depths to emerge on an 
island. 

It is Mr. Lake's ambition to travel 
along this submerged road and gather 
for the first time scientific data on a 
lost race. There are other places and 
other sunken cities with their tradi- 
tional tales of fabulous wealth and 
ancient lore which will no longer re- 
main secrets when experiments on the 
sub are completed. 

The first attempt at exploring iost 
cities will probably be made at old 
Port Royal, near the present site of 
the new Port Royal, Jamaica. The 
old city was destroyed by an earth- 
quake in 1693. Then if that is suc- 
cessful, another sunken island off the 
coast of Japan will be explored. 

The baby sub opens a vast field of 
amazing possibilities., Its queerly de- 
signed bill, which looks like anything 
but a submarine, is in the shipyard at 
Bridgeport, Connecticut, with the work 
already well started for the first prac- 
tical test. 

The first tests will be in shell fish- 
ing on the bottom of Long Island 


Sound. In this case the design of the 
ship includes the loading and unload- 
ing of each batch of ‘‘take’’ from the 
sub on the sea floor to the mother ship 
on the surface. Later a system of 
chained bags in a sort of endless chain 
may be installed. 

In this scheme particular emphasis 
is placed on clams; and Mr. Lake as- 
serts there are enough edible shell fish 
to feed a nation. Soft-shell clams, 
which seem to be almost extinct, are 
still in abundancé under several hun- 
dred feet of water, as are razor clams 
and quahogs. 


HESE deep-water clams aver- 

age seven or eight inches in 

length. One of these, stuffed 

and baked, is more than enough for 

a satisfying meal, even to a hungry 

person. It is possible that the world 

may turn to the ocean for a much 

larger percentage of its food than is 
now the case. 

After practical experimentation in 
Long Island Sound, Mr. Lake will take 
the baby sub to Tarpon, Florida, for 
tests in sponge fishing at depths im- 
possible for divers to descend. If suc- 
cessful, this will increase the output 
of sponges, furnish more work and 
materially lower cost in the 
open market. 

Abalone, found in waters on 
the Pacific coast, will also 
come in for its share in the 
reclamation. Black mussels, 
for export consumption, are 
also being considered. This 
member of the shellfish family 
is considered a great delicacy 
in France and would find a 
ready market in other foreign 
ports. 

All of the submersibles de- 
signed by Mr. Lake are 
equipped with safety com- 
partments, both fore and aft, 
which permit of comparatively 
simple egress through con- 
trolled compartments in case 
of a ship being trapped under 
the sea. 

This latest design has a

PHOENIX, Arizona. 
N THIS part of the 
country they call 
him Jimmy Minot- 
to of Three Squaw 
Mesa. He wears a 
10-gallon hat, rides 
a broncho and sees 
to it that his work- 
men at the Mission 
Dairy keep the milk 
bottles clean. He can twirl a lasso, 
bulldog a steer and do anything else 
that is generally expected of a man 
on Three Squaw Mesa. So his neigh- 
bors have forgotten that he used to 
be a very tender tenderfoot. They 
take him for what he is now—an 
Arizona cattle rancher and dairy ‘farm- 
er. A stranger might be around a 
month or so before learning that Jim- 
my Minotto is really Count James 
Minotto. 

Count James Minotto, son of a 
wealthy Italian nobleman, and the 
once famous German actress, Agnes 
Sorma; the same Count who married 
Ida May Swift, daughter of the multi- 
millionaire meat packer; the same 
Count Minotto who was locked up in 
the Atlanta Penitentiary for a time 
during the World War on a charge 
of being a German spy. It is a trifle 
extraordinary in Arizona, or maybe 
anywhere else, to find a dairyman who 
has had such a spectacular career in 
international affairs. But Arizona folk 
are used to the idea now. Jimmy 
Minotto has been ranching and dairy- 
ing here for 10 years and now de- 
clares himself and seems as 
much a fixture of the local- 
ity as Squaw’s Peak. 

Jimmy was a dude when 
he came to Arizona after 
the war. Or people thought 
he was anyway. He looked 
like a dude and talked like 
one. He acted like one, 
too. His entry into the 
Wild West was in typical 
Eastern fashion. He be- 
came a puppet of the paid 
guides, the ‘dude wrang- 
lers,’’ who carefully saw to 
it that he got into no dan- 
ger and that he saw rather 
than felt the discomforts of 
the region. For some time his ac- 
quaintance with Arizona wae the sort 
derived from short horseback rides 
over scenic routes, golf, swimming, 
cards, tennis, lectures.

York, young Minotto was selected by 
a group of Manhattan bankers to go 
on an important financial mission to 
South America.

Jimmy immediately fell under sus- 
picion. He was German born, the son 
of a famous German woman, had been 
employed by a German bank before 
coming to this country and here he 
had been observed to travel to South 
America to confer with two German 
spies. He was locked up in the At- 
lanta penitentiary for investigation. 
Even though it was shown that his 
mission concerned a matter unrelated 
to espionage and that he probably 
knew nothing of the espionage oper- 
ations of the men he vis- 
ited, the case looked pretty 
serious for him until Louis 
F. Swift, his father-in-law, 
intervened, for him and ob- 
tained his release. Had it 
not been for Swift, he might 
have remained in prison for 
the duration of the war. 

It was after the war ex- 
citement had died out that 
Minotto developed a yearn- 
ing to go West and be a 
pioneer.

hanged, bandits had held up stage 
coaches and prospectors had staked out 
gold claims. From one mine, the Vul- 
ture, just a before-breakfast ride from 
Jimmy’s inn, more than $30,000,000 
in shiny yellow metal had been dug. 
But into this historic setting he took 
Only the experience of a tenderfoot. 
How was he to become a Westerner? 

He soon found he couldn’t do it by 
playing golf and taking short horse- 
back rides under the care of paid 
Ruides. He could do those things at 
Nice or Berlin or Paris. So he struck 
out for himself. He slipped away alone

“You ain’t no sissy,’’ one of the na- 

tives said to him and he got a bigger 


‘thrill out of that than he would have 


out of a new yacht. 

Next, the cowboys brought out a 
steer of the Texas longhorn variety. It 
was the first wild steer young Minotto 
had ever seen, but right away he es- 
sayed to bulldog it. 

Bulldogging is that gentle art which 
involves jumping from a running 
horse onto the fleeing steer’s head and, 
by twisting the animal’s horns, throw- 
ing it to the ground in a heap. It is 
better, much better, if the bulldogger 
is on top when the steer becomes a 
heap. 

As it happened, Minotto wasn’t on 
top. In fact, he wasn't anywhere 
around the smash. Another rider, a 
cowboy, had attended to the smash 
after Jimmy had jumped for the steer's 
horns and missed them entirely. But 
that was no disgrace even in the eyes 
of the cowpunchers of the range. 
Bulidogging is something a man has 
to ‘‘grow up to’’ and Jimmy simply 
lacked the background as everybody 
could see. He, himself, saw it more 
plainly than anybody else and his in- 
terest in cattle began that afternoon. 
He says now that rodeo was what 
gave him the desire to operate a ranch. 


notto’s perseverance did make him a 

reasonably good rodeo performer. 
He liked the ultra-rough sport of the 
ranchers and he practiced it long and 
often. Now, whenever the Prescott 
Frontier Days celebration. opens in 
July-——the oldest rodeo in the country 
—Jimmy Minotto is a prominent guest 
and often a performer. He can lasso 
a calf with the skill of a native. He 
can ride a bucking broncho without 
“pulling leather’ and stay on most 
of the time. After a fashion, he can 
even bulldog a wild steer. And the 
real cowboys like him. 

After that first rodeo experience 
Jimmy's next adventure came as a re- 
sult of his efforts to see som@of the 
rough country for himself. With only 
two or three horses to pack supplies, 
he started off one day across country 
toward the region of Four Peaks, lead- 
ing toward the Mogollon Rim, Devil's 
Gorge and other picturesque but iso- 
lated spots in the mountains. With- 
out knowing it, he tackled one of the 
roughest, wildest regions in the Amer- 
ican West, an uninhabited expanse as 
wild as it ever was except for savage 
Indians. 

It was a foolhardy thing for a ten- 
derfoot to do, but friends at least re- 
spected his courage. He was gone for 
many days and when he did reach 
“civilization” again, miles away, he

The Navy's first St. Louis, the sloop- 
of-war, was built at the Navy Yard, 
Washington, in 1828. It carried 18 
guns. The sloop cruised with Ameri- 
can squadrons in the West Indies, the 
Pacific and Brazilian waters, then, in 
1851, was sent to the Mediterranean 
station.

The Austrian 
refused, whereupon Ingraham pre- 
pared the St. Louis for action. The 
American Captain sent word to the 
Austrian officer that unless the pris- 
oner was turned over to him by 4 o’- 
clock that afternoon—the date was 
July 2, 1853——-he would take 
him by force from Austrian 
custody. Ingraham was not 
deterred by the fact that 
the Huzar was larger 
and more heavily 
armed than his ship. 
What doubtless 
would have been an in- 
teresting battle was 
averted by the interven- 
tion of the American 
and Austrian Consuls. 
They arranged for Kosz- 


ta to be placed in 
charge of the French 
Consul until his case 
was decided.

Louis to enter 
the naval service 
was a river 
steamer, built at 
Carondelet (Mis- 
souri) in 1861, by James B. Eads, 
who built the Eads Bridge across the 
Mississippi at St. Louis. The boat 
was the first ironclad in the service 
of the United States. It was con- 
structed in 15 days. 

The vessel was 150 feet long, 50 feet

as an ocean liner. It was one of a pair 
of ships, the ‘other being the St. Paul, 
built in 1894 for the International 
Navigation Company by William 
Cramp & Sons’ Company, Philadelphia. 
Their construction followed a special 
act of Congress which permitted two 
foreign-built ships to be admitted to 
American registry, provided the com- 
pany built two ships of equal tonnage 
and speed in American yards, under 
the supervision of the Navy Depart- 
ment, the vessels to be prepared to 
serye as auxiliary cruisers in time of 
war. Grover Cleveland was President 
when the St. Louis was launched, and 
Mrs. Cleveland christened it. 

It was not long before the St. Louis 
was famous as a passenger ship. It 
established a record of six days and a 
few minutes between New York and 
Southampton, England. In 1897 it ef- 
fected a notable rescue. Coming upon 
the Holland-American liner Veendam 
sinking in. mid-ocean, it took off the 
latter’s passengers and crew, 327 per- 
sons, and carried them to port. 

When the Spanish-American War 
was about to begin, the United States 
Government called the St. Louis into 
service. The ship was made ready for 
war at New York, and late in April, 
1898, Captain Randle turned over 
command to Captain Goodrich, U. S. 
N. Eight guns had been mounted on 
the converted liner, and it was used

wide in the beam and was propelled 
by a paddle wheel, 22 feet in diameter, 
set near the stern. Almost the entire 
deck was covered with a casemate 
superstructure which inclosed the bat- 
tery, machinery and paddle wheel, the 
sides sloping outward to the water. 
The front end of the casemate was 
plated with iron two and one-half 
inches thick, backed by 20 inches of 
oak. The sides abreast the engines 
and boilers were covered_with iron of 
the same thickness, val iastet the oak 
reinforcement, and the rest of the sur- 
face was unprotected. 

Built for the Army, the ironclad was 
taken over and operated by the Navy 
Department in 1862, and its name was 
changed at that time to Baron de 
Kalb. It was part of the flotilla un- 
der Commander John Rodgers, U. 8. 
N., and Captain A. H. Foote, U. S. N., 
and took part in attacks on Mississip- 
pi River forts, including Fort Henry 
and Fort Donelson. The career of 
this boat was short. In 1863 it was 
sunk by a torpedo below Yazoo City, 
Mississippi. 

The third American war vessel to 
bear the name of St. Louis started life 


in a variety of ways: as a troop trans- 
port, in blockade service, and for cable 
cutting. While blockading ports held 
by the Spaniards it captured two 
British ships, the Twickenham and 
the Wary, which were carrying sup- 
plies to Cuba.

ROBABLY the most important 
Prenice rendered by the St. Louis 


in the war was cutting the 
cables to Cuba, thus shutting off 
communication for Admiral Cer- 
vera’s fleet in Santiago harbor. In 


grappling for the cable to Santi- 
ago the St. Louis was under fire from 
the Morro forts, only a little more than 
a mile away. A shell from a land 
battery severed some of the stays of 
the vessel as it lay broadside to the 
forts. The ship did some firing itself, 
and to such good effect that two bat- 
teries and a signal house of the Span- 
jards were put out of commission. The 
engagement occurred May 18, 1898. In 
a report of it Captain Goodrich said: 

“We were some 40-odd minutes 
under fire—and exposed to large 
shells sent from guns beyond our 
range, whose accuracy of aim became 
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painfully threatening. However, ‘All's 
well that ends well.’ We got the ca- 
ble, fought the Spaniards, silenced the 
guns that were within our range, and 


we escaped unhurt.” 


In cutting the French cable froin 
Haiti, off Guantanamo, the St. Louis 
again had to use its guns, and again 
escaped from the encounter without 
serious damage. 

The ship rejoined the American fleet 
in time for its crew to see Lieutenant 
Richmond P. Hobson make his thrill- 
ing dash into Santiago harbor with the 
Merrimac, which he sank in an effort 
to block the channel. 


HE St. Louis also was present 
when the Spanish fleet tried 
to escape from Santiago and 
was defeated by the American squad- 
ron. When General Shafter’s army ar- 
rived at Daiquiri, Cuba, in June, Cap- 
tain Goodrich of the St. Louis had 
charge of the disembarkation.: 

It was the St. Louis that carried Ad- 
miral Cervera and more than 700 of 
his officers and men as prisoners to 
Portsmouth, Virginia. The vessel con- 
tinued in transport service a short 
time; it took its last load of troops 
from Cuba in August and landed them 
on Long Island. Disarmed and refit- 
ted for peaceful pursuits, the ship left 
the Navy September 3 and resumed 
work as a trans-Atlantic liner. 

Years of active commercial service 
followed. The St. Louis was an ex- 
tremely busy ship. In 1907 it 
made 18 round trips across the 
Atlantic, which is said to be 

a record. 

After the World War be- 

gan, but before the United 

States had entered it, the 

liner was escorted to port 

through the submarine 
zone by British destroyers. 

Once its escort failed to 

appear at the appointed 

place and the steamer 
went on into port alone. 

It reported firing at sub- 

marines on three occa- 

sions. During this period 

it carried as passengers 

many well-known persons, 
including Lord Reading, Chief Justice 
of England; Admiral Mayo and W. W. 
Atterbury of the Pennsylvania Ralil- 
road, who became director-general of 
the American military railroads in 
France. 

In April, 1918, the St. Louls was 
taken over vy the Navy for use as a 
transport, and its name was changed 
to U. S. S. Louisville. It made five 
trips to Europe before the armistice 
and six trips afterward, then was re- 
turned to its owners. 

The city of St. Louls was represent- 
ed when the fourth U. S. 8S, St. Louis 
was launched May 6, 1905, at the 
plant of the Neafie & Levy Ship and 
Engine Building Company, Philadel- 
phia. 

Rolla Wells, then Mayor of St. 
Louis, was there, and in his party were 
his fellow citizens, Mr. and Mrs. James 
E. Smith, Mr. and Mrs. George M. 
Wright and Mrs. F. L. Ridgley, Mr. 
and Mrs. Joseph Bascom and Mr. and 
Mrs. C. H. Huttig, and Dr. and Mrs. 
Van ‘Lennep of Philadelphia. Miss 
Gladys Bryant Smith (later Mrs. Wil- 
liam C. Bitting Jr.) christened the 
ship, and added: ‘‘May you ever prove 
an honor to our country, our flag and

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Baltimore 
Gets One of 


World’s Richest 
Art Collections

BALTIMORE. 
whose handsome 
municipal Museum of Art was 
erected only three years ago, 
; with a mere handful of paint- 
ings of its own, has suddenly 
fallen heir to an art collection 
which not only is so catholic 
and so magnificent as to rank 
among the great collections of 
i, the world, but is so vast that 
there is not the remotest chance of squeezing it 
into the small museum. Happily, the collection is 
very well housed at present, and as the will which 
bequeaths it to Baltimore can hardly be settled 
for some months the city will have ample tiie to 
plan the solution of such a problem as any com-

munity would delight in facing. 


The collection is that of the late Henry Wal- 
ters, who died November 30, at the age of 83, after 
a lifetime about evenly divided between building 
up the Atlantic Coast Line system, with all its af- 
filiated interests, and building up the art collec- 
tion which his father, William T. Waltérs, started 


in 1850, and in which the son has been interested 


since boyhood. 


The result of these eight decades of acquisition 
is a veritable marvel among private collections. As 


a rule, art collec- 
tors have gone in 
for a highly spe- 
cialized field of 
art, whether Ital- 
ian paintings or 
German primi- 
tives, or what not. 
The elder Wal- 
ters’ prime inter- 
ests were in early 
nineteenth cen- 
tury French paint- 
ings and in Per- 
sian and Chinese 
porcelains — he 
was the first 
American to ex- 
hibit any active 
and expert inter- ° 
est in the last 
two, and the re- 
sultant collection 
of Persians is gen- 
erally regarded as 
the finest in the 
world. The young- 
er Walters contin- 
these collections, but his was a 
much more inclusive artistic zeal, 
reaching into realms of ancient and 
modern artistry which the father had 
not explored at all and attaining in 
many of these fields a discerning ex- 
pertness which puzzled many a rival 
collector and baffled many a profes- 
sional dealer.

He aimed, in fact, at such a collec- 
tion as was possessed by no other pri- 
vate citizen of America—perhaps of 
the world—a collection of splendid 
items in all fields of art which 
charmed him. Thus, he wound up 
with close to a thousand canvases, not 
merely French, which continued to pre- 
dominate, but those of the grand peri- 
od of English art, of Italy and Flan- 
ders, Spain and Germany, with a verv 
few Americans. He had the finest 
known collection of Barye bronzes— 
reputedly every good thing which Bar- 
ye ever did. There are a few classic 
and some Egyptian sculptures, wood 
carvings from medieval churches, Rus- 
Sian ikons, armor, stained glass, fab- 
rics, ancfent and modern jewel set- 
tings and a collection of precious 
stones which elicited admiring cries 
from the distinguished gem expert, 
George F. Kunz, jades and ivories, 
Sevres and other porcelains, figurines 
and cloaks, furniture, sarcophagi. The 
collection in which he was most ab- 
sorbed in his closing days was one of 
{lluminated manuscripts. With that 
installed he felt that the collection was 
at last a thoroughly rounded accumu- 
lation. And then this shy old gentle- 
man—who, for all his geniality to a 
few friends, dodged crowds and cam- 
eras and interviews and publicity all 
his life—his collection completed, died. 

Just when Walters decided to give 
the collection to the city which had 
been his legal residence for so many 
years, but in which he had spent far 
less of his time than in his other resi- 
dences, no one seems to know. The 
last will is dated 1922, on the very 
day of his marriage, at 73, after dec- 
ades of waiting, to the only lady he ap- 
parently had ever wished to wed. 

Popular curiosity over what he 
would do with the great collection had 
long been evident. When, a few years 
ago, the city was considering the con- 
struction of its new $1,000,000 muse- 
um, opponentr of the venture cried im- 
patiently that it was folly to spend the 
money while there was a possibility 
that the superb Walters collection

would eventually fall into the city’s 
lap anyway. People, who had pre- 
viously tried to wheedle from the sai- 
lent old financier information as to his 
plans, went to him once more. With 
the greatest politeness he assured 
them that they were at perfect liberty 
to guess at his plans as long and as 
often as they chose, but unfortunately 
he would have to decline to tell them 
whether their guesses were right or 
wrong. 

Why did so astute a man keep his 
plans hidden? Probably because his 
observation of human nature had 
shown him thhkt if he so much as 
breathed a hint of his intentions there 
would be certain prompt results—for 
one thing, the people who were not to 
inherit would plead with him to change 
his mind in this or that detail. 


confident that his Baltimore loy- 

alty would win out over his un- 
doubted zeal for the Metropolitan 
Museum in New York never dared 
hope for quite such generosity as 
the will evidenced. For he did not 
stop with leaving to the city the 
great galleries and their entire con- 
tents. He also presented his man- 
sion, which adjoins the galleries, and 
all its contents of splendid furniture 
and art objects, which he purposely 
had kept in the house rather than in 
the galleries. He also left a quarter 
of his whole estate as endowment for 
the maintenance of the collection, And 
finally he attached to the gift not an 
inch of string, not a restriction, not a 
demand or even a hint as to how the 
city should administer this princely 
gift. 

The prospect is that for an indefi- 
nite time the Walters collection will 
stay right where it is, the Museum of 
Art will continue to depend mainly on 
its present small collections and its 
touring exhibits (which Meyric Rogers 
of the St. Louis gallery initiated dur- 
ing his stay in Baltimore) and the so- 
called Municipal Museum (better 
known as the Peale Museum, because 
it occupies the very building which 
Rembrandt Peale erected for it more 
than a century ago) will continue to 
function just as it has since its very 
recent opening as an exhibit place for 
ancient Baltimoriana.

It left Hampton Roads in Febru- 
ary, 1907, for duty with the Pa- 
cific fleet, and afterward made 
trips to Samoa, Guam and the 
Hawalian Islands. In 1911 it was 
placed in reserve commission and 
later served as station ship at 
Honolulu. 

A few days after the United 
States entered the World War the 
cruiser started for the Atlantic 
coast. After passing through the 
Panama Canal it stopped at Guan- 
tanamo and picked up 400 Ma- 
rines whom it returned to the 
United States. Then the vessel 
proceeded to the Philadelphia Na- 
vy Yard, where it was prepared 
for convoy duty. 

Before the United States be- 
came a belligerent, however, the 
St. Louis performed a notable 
service in saving the wharves and 
shipping at Honolulu from de- 
struction by Germans. On Febru- 
ary 4, 1917, a fire was started iu 
the German gunboat Geier, in- 
terned at Honolulu. The St. Louis 
cleared for action and sent a par- 
ty to board the Geier. The Amer- 
ican officers in the party told the 
German commander they were 
taking possession of his boat and 
would put out the fire for the pro- 
tection of the waterfront. Sailors 
from the St. Louis found shrapnel 
fuses scattered about the maga- 
zines, ammunition hoists disman.-

After a short period in reserve, 
the St. Louis became, in 1920, 
the flagship for the United States 
naval detachment operating in 
Turkish waters. The cruiser was 
placed out of commission in 1922. 
Its naval career will end with the 
sale ordered by Secretary Adams.
